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Introduction 


The purpose of this brochure is to describe the various 
forms of assistance offered by the Canada Council to 
artists, and to set out the terms and conditions under 
which grants are made. Prospective candidates are re- 
quested to read it carefully, paying special attention 

to eligibility requirements in relation to the type of 
assistance they need, and to the deadlines where ap- 
plicable. Canada Council officers will be pleased to 
help them resolve any difficulties they may have in 
interpreting the information provided, or in applying 

it to their particular case.

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Are you eligible? 


This program applies only to the artist who has finish- 
ed all basic training and has produced a body of work 
or established a professional reputation. The word 
“artist”, within these limitations, is also intended to 
cover critics in the arts, arts administrators and other 
persons whose contribution is essential to the well- 
being of the professional arts. Arts teachers are also 
eligible, providing that their program is for their de- 
velopment as professional artists rather than as tea- 
chers. On the other hand, artists seeking assistance 
for doctoral studies in the fine arts should apply in 
the Doctoral Fellowship competition described in the 
Council’s brochure Aid to the Humanities and Social 
Sciences. 


The following notes are intended to help you deter- 
mine whether you meet these basic requirements. 


/f you are in the performing arts, we expect that you 
will have practised your art professionally, indepen- 
dent of school or teachers, for along enough time to 
allow an evaluation to be made of your quality and 
potential. This time may vary. In the theatre, our ju- 
ries are usually unwilling to recommend grants to ap- 
plicants with less than 2 years experience at a pro- 
fessional level. In the field of music, those artists who 
are in the last year of musical performance at univer- 
sity level or at the Quebec Conservatoire may apply, 
provided they have had professional experience out- 
side their schooling and coaching - in other words 
professional performance not under the auspices of 
the institution in which they are studying. We accept 
applications in both classical and contemporary dance. | 
Dancers should have finished all of their basic training | 
and be of the standard required by a professional 
company. We expect notators to have finished their 
basic training and be ready to undertake training 

from graduate schools abroad. Teachers of dance 
must be actively engaged in the professional teaching 
of dance. Choreographers should, before making ap- 
plication, write an explanatory letter to the Arts Divi- 
sion outlining their background and needs. 
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5 If you are in the visual arts, film, photography or ar- 


lop) 


chitecture, you will be expected to have produced a 
sufficient body of work (again independent of schools 
or teachers) by which your quality and potential as 

an artist may be assessed. 


If you are awriter, you will have had published at 
least some body of work by a professional publisher 
or in literary periodicals. If you are a playwright, your 
work should either have been published or produced 
professionally. 


If you are in multimedia, i.e. working in more than 
one art form or in such new forms as environmental 
art or conceptual art, you may apply either in a parti- 
cular discipline (if you regard your activity as mainly 
related to one discipline) or in the multimedia cate- 
gory. In the latter case, your application will be as- 
sessed by an interdisciplinary jury. 


Citizenship Requirements 


To be eligible, you must be a Canadian citizen or have 
been admitted to Canada for permanent residence, 
i.e. have held landed immigrant status, for at least 
twelve months. For Awards and Bursaries this means 
twelve months, before October 15, 1971, and in other 
cases it means twelve months before the date of ap- 
plication. 
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How to apply 


The first step, after reading the brochure carefully, is 
to choose the form of assistance best suited to your 
needs and qualifications: Award, Bursary, Short Term 
Grant, Travel Grant or Project Cost Grant. These are 
described in detail in the following pages. 


In making this choice, you should be aware that in 
the case of Awards, Bursaries and Short Term Grants, 
the Council recognizes two different levels of artists. 
At Level A is the professional artist who has been 
practising his art for a good many years and who has 
made a significant contribution over an appreciable 
period of time. At Leve/ B is the professional artist in 
the earlier stages of his career, i.e. the artist who 
meets the basic requirements described under “Are 
you eligible?”, above. The choice of level depends on 
background and achievement rather than age. 


Write to the Canada Council for application forms, 
specifying the type of assistance and the field of art in 
which you are interested. If you have decided to apply 
for an Award or Bursary, your letter should be ad- 
dressed to the Awards Service. Otherwise, it should be 
addressed to the Arts Division. With your application 


form you will receive detailed instructions on supporting 


material, arrangements for viewing of works, audition- 
ing and other matters. 


Be sure to take note of deadlines, if applicable, and to 
give yourself enough time to complete your applica- 
tion and supporting documents in time.

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Awards 
(Deadline: October 15) 


Eligible candidates: Artists who have been practising 
their art for a good many years (Level A) and who 
want time to work freely in any way designed to en- 
hance their development as mature artists. Grants will 
go to those within the competition considered to have 
made a significant contribution over an appreciable 
period of time. 


Value: The value of the Award is up to $7,000, pro- 
rated according to the length of time needed. A travel 
allowance, if necessary to the program, is available to 
the award holder. (Approximately 65 Awards will be 
offered). 


Place of tenure: Award holders may carry out their 
program in Canada or elsewhere, if required. 


Length of tenure: Awards are for periods of 6 to 12 


months, and are not renewable for a consecutive year. 


Closing dates: Application forms may be obtained 
from the Awards Service of the Council from August 
1st to October 1st, 1971. They will not be sent out 
after that date. Completed applications must be 
mailed to the Council no later than October 15th; no 
applications postmarked after that date will be con- 
sidered.

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Bursaries 
(Deadline: October 15) 


Eligible candidates: Artists in the earlier stages of 

their professional career (Level B) who would benefit 
from a period of from 6-12 months of free work or ad- 
vanced study. Grants will go to those within the com- 
petition showing the greatest accomplishment and po- 
tential. 


Value: Up to $4,000, pro-rated according to the length 
of time the applicant needs to complete his work. If 
travel is necessary to the program, an allowance is 
available to the bursary holder. (Approximately 195 
Bursaries will be offered). 


Place of tenure: In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Length of tenure: Bursaries are for periods of 6 to 12 
months. 


Renewals: Candidates must apply within the regular 
competition and must submit, as for a first application, 
full information and documentation on recent work, 
and in addition a report of work done under the cur- 
rent grant, and strong and valid reasons for its re- 
newal.

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Short Term Grants

They are not available to the artist who is employed 
ona full-time, 12-month basis. Grants are non-re- 
newable within a period of 12 months, and may not

Value 

For artists at level A, that is professional artists who 
have been practising their art for a good many years, 
the rate is $450 a month, up to a maximum of three 
months, plus a travel allowance if needed.

Aid to Artists 





Travel Grants 


These are not to be confused with travel allowances 
given with Arts Awards, Bursaries, or Short Term 
Grants. They do not include living expenses and nei- 
ther is tourism their purpose. They are intended for 
professional practising artists (including those fully 
employed on a twelve-month basis) in the earlier and 
later stages (Level A and Level B) of their careers. 
They are given to enable artists to travel on occasions 
important to their professional career, for purposes 
including the following: 


i artists in the visual arts being present at major 
exhibitions at home or abroad where their work 
forms a substantial part of the exhibition; 


i dramatists and composers being present at re- 
hearsals or at the first performance of one of their 
works, or to receive international recognition, or 
help for writers, architects and film makers on si- 
milar important occasions; 


iii artists taking part in important national or inter- 
national meetings either on invitation or as repre- 
sentatives of national or broadly based organiza- 
tions; 


iv performing artists taking part in important inter- 
national competitions where they would represent 
Canada with distinction; 


v accomplished artists going for a limited period of 
advanced studies where there is a special oppor- 
tunity to work under a distinguished master; and 


vi artists in the visual arts needing part of the freight 
costs of sending works to important exhibitions at 


home or abroad. 
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Application forms are available from the Arts Division. 
Grants may be applied for at any time during the 
year. 


In normal circumstances adjudication takes several 
weeks; no more than one grant can be given in a 12- 
month period. 
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Project Cost Grants 


This program is intended to provide amounts of up to 
$1,000 to professional practising artists in order to 
help them carry out a particular project. It replaces 
and expands our earlier Grants for Materials. Project 
Cost Grants are not to “buy free time” as is the case 
for Bursaries, Awards and Short Term Grants. Even 
fully employed artists may apply, if the project ex- 
penses are beyond their financial means. These grants 
are not available to those already holding Arts 

Awards, Bursaries or Short Term Grants. 


Suitable projects might include the purchase of ma- 
terials for work in various media, the purchase of 
tickets for performances in opera, theatre and dance 
if attendance is a necessary part of a planned project, 
costs related to the mounting of an exhibition or the 
temporary rental of studio space, special voice coach- 
ing or tuition fees, library fees, costs of typing manu- 
scripts, collating, music copying, technical aid, etc. 
Applicants must submit a full list describing the re- 
quired materials or services together with a detailed 
budget of the project. 


Applications are accepted at any time during the year. 
Application forms may be had from the Arts Division 
of the Canada Council.

40 For Bursary and Awards Competitions 


i Applications are received by the Awards Service of 
the Council where they are checked for eligibility 
and completeness. They are then separated into the 
various fields of art and screened by Council’s arts 
officers so that necessary arrangements can be made 
for specialized juries to assess them. 


i Juries representing the various fields of art, and 
composed of from three to six experts each, study 
every application in complete detail and carefully 
assess It. The procedure varies to some extent ac- 
cording to the art form and type of competition. 


In the visual arts, the actual works of applicants for 
Bursaries are viewed by a travelling jury at regional 
centres across Canada. For Arts Awards, a jury in 
Ottawa makes the assessment on the basis of recent 
slides of professional quality submitted by the ap- 
plicants. 


In the field of dance, applicants for an Arts Bursary 
are auditioned by a jury during January. There will 

be a Canadian audition centre and special auditions 
as well in London, England for applicants temporarily 
in Europe. For Arts Awards a jury in Ottawa makes 
the assessment on the basis of the completed applica- 
tion forms and supporting documents. 


In music performance, applicants for an Arts Bursary 
are auditioned by a jury at centres in North America 
and Europe. For Arts Awards, a jury in Ottawa 

makes the assessment on the basis of the completed 
application forms and supporting documents. 
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In the fields of writing, music composition, other 
forms of music, theatre, film, photography, archi- 
tecture and multimedia, the juries meet in Ottawa 
or other convenient centres during December and 
early January to study all applications and accom- 
panying material. 


iii After the juries have completed their work and have 
made recommendations, all applications and the 
juries’ reports are reviewed by our Advisory Arts 
Panel. This Panel is made up of 18 experts repre- 
senting all the recognized fields of art, and chosen 
from across Canada to give as broad as possible a 
spectrum of all the arts and all the regions. The 
Panel reviews the recommendations of the various 
juries and itself makes recommendations to the 
Canada Council for approval and final decision. 


For Short Term Grants, Travel Grants and Project 
Cost Grants: 


Applications are screened for eligibility, and then sub- 
mitted to assessors, drawn from a large network of ex- 
perts in all the arts, from all regions of Canada. On 

the basis of their recommendations, the Council makes 
its decision. 


The adjudication process takes approximately 2 months 


from the time the Council receives a completed appli- 
cation. For Travel or Project Cost grants, the decision 
can occasionally be made sooner when urgently 
necessary. 
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Summing Up 


You better your chances to receive a grant if you read 
this booklet carefully, apply in good time with a clear 
description of who you are, what you have done, and 

what you want to do, and also see that your support- 

ing documents and material arrive on time. 


Since there is only enough money available to give 
grants to a small proportion of the applicants, it is 
natural that a number of good candidates do not re- 
ceive one. A refusal should not be taken as a personal 
slight, and should not discourage you from trying 
again another year, when more funds or fewer appli- 
cants may change the picture. 


A note on assistance to group projects 


The Canada Council will also consider requests from 
small groups of artists, provided these groups are le- 
gally constituted. If this applies to your situation, you 
should write an exploratory letter to the Arts Division.

Prospective candidates are 
requested to read it carefully, paying special attention 
to eligibility requirements in relation to the type of 
assistance they need, and to the deadlines where ap- 
plicable. Canada Council officers will be pleased to 
help them resolve any difficulties they may have in 
interpreting the information provided, or in applying 
it to their particular case.

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Are you eligible? 


This program applies only to the artist who has 
finished all basic training and has produced a body of 
work or established a professional reputation. The 
word “artist”, within these limitations, is also in- 
tended to cover critics in the arts, arts administrators 
and other persons whose contribution is essential to 
the well-being of the professional arts. Arts teachers 
are also eligible, providing that their program is for 
their development as professional artists rather than 
as teachers. On the other hand, artists seeking 
assistance for doctoral studies in the fine arts should 
apply in the Doctoral Fellowship competition 
described in the Council’s brochure Aid to the 
Humanities and Social Sciences. 


The following notes are intended to help you deter- 
mine whether you meet these basic requirements. 


/f you are in the performing arts, we expect that you 
will have practised your art professionally, indepen- 
dent of school or teachers, for a long enough time to 
allow an evaluation to be made of your quality and 
potential.

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Senior Arts Grants 
(Deadlines: October 15, 1972, and March 15, 1973) 


General Information: Senior Arts Grants replace the 
“Arts Awards” of previous years. This new form of 
assistance has been devised after consultation with 
advisers and review of comments and requests re- 
ceived by the Council from a number of artists. 


The emphasis will be on the program presented by the 
artist, and the grant may cover expenses necessary to 

complete the program, including, if applicable, sub-

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by Parliament in 1957 
as an independent body responsible for promoting the 
arts, humanities and social sciences. It carries out its 
work mainly through a broad program of fellowships 
and grants. The Council also shares responsibility for 
Canada’s cultural relations with other countries, 
administers the Canadian Commission for Unesco, 
and has initiated special programs with funds from 
private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears regularly before several parliamentary 
committees. The Council is also represented on federal 
government committees on cultural matters. 


The Canada Council is a board of 21 members, includ- 
ing a Chairman and Vice-Chairman. Members con- 
tinue to be active in their normal occupations in 
various parts of Canada. They are appointed by the 
federal cabinet, as are two full-time officials of the 
Council, the Director and Associate Director. Day to 
day work is carried out by a permanent staff in 
Ottawa. 


The Council bases its decisions on the advice of out- 
side experts. It receives particular assistance in policy 
and other matters from the Advisory Arts Panel and 
Advisory Academic Panel. In addition advisors are 
consulted individually or in ad hoc juries. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s 
most important source of income, followed by income 
on the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. In addition, the Council has received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests.

Artists-in-Residence: The Council offers matching 
grants to universities which desire to invite Canadian 
artists-in-residence to the campus. All art forms are 
included.

Arts Organizations: The Council offers operation 
grants and special projects grants to professional arts 
Organizations and to support services which are 
necessary for the well being of the arts.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by Parliament in 
1957 as an independent body responsible for pro- 
moting the arts, humanities and social sciences. It 
carries out its work mainly through a broad program 
of fellowships and grants. The Council also shares 
responsibility for Canada’s cultural relations with 
other countries, administers the Canadian Commis- 
sion for Unesco, and has initiated special programs 
with funds from private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council 
Act. It reports to Parliament through the Secretary 
of State. The Council is also represented on federal 
government committees on cultural matters. 


The Canada Council is a board of twenty-one mem- 
bers who are appointed for three-year terms by the 
Government of Canada. The Council meets four or 
five times a year. Day to day work is carried out by a 
permanent staff in Ottawa. 


The Council bases its decisions on the advice of out- 
side experts. It receives assistance in policy and 
other matters from the Advisory Arts Panel and Advi- 
sory Academic Panel. In addition, advisers are con- 
sulted individually or in juries. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s 
most important source of income, followed by income 
from the Endowment Fund established by Parliament 
in 1957. In addition, the Council has received subs- 
tantial amounts in private donations and bequests.

¢ dramatists, composers and choreographers being 
present at rehearsals, attending a first or major 
performance of one of their works, or receiving 
international recognition; or writers, architects, 
filmmakers and photographers being present on 
similar important occasions;

e artists in the visual arts requiring assistance toward 
freight costs pertaining to important exhibitions at 
home or abroad. 


These are not to be confused with travel allowances 
given with Senior Arts Grants, Arts Grants, Short 
Term Grants or Project Cost Grants. They do not 
include living expenses and are not intended to 
finance tourism.

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Project Cost Grants 





This program is intended to provide grants up to 
$2,000 to the professional artist to help defray the 
costs of a particular project. Project Cost Grants are 
not intended to “‘buy free time” as is the case for Arts 
Grants and Short Term Grants. 


Suitable projects might include the purchase of ma- 
terials for work in various media; the purchase of 
tickets for performances in opera, theatre and dance 
if attendance is a necessary part of a planned project; 
costs related to an exhibition or the temporary rental 
of studio space; costs of film editing and film prints, 
subtitling and blow-ups; special voice coaching or 
tuition fees; library fees; costs of typing manuscripts, 
collating; music reproduction and copying; technical 
aid; dancers’ shoes; travel costs where essential to a 
project, etc.

How your Application is Adjudicated 


General criteria 

The artistic merit of the candidate, the significance of 
his contribution, the value of the program, its artistic 
quality, and its relevance to the artist’s work, are the 
criteria taken into consideration. 


Adjudication of Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants 
Applications are received by the Awards Service of 
the Council where they are checked for eligibility and 
completeness. 


Juries representing the various fields of art, and com- 
posed of from three to six experts each, study every 
application in detail and carefully assess it. The 
procedure varies to some extent according to the art 
form and type of competition. 


Architecture, film, music composition, popular music, 
photography, theatre, visual arts, writing: All juries 
meet in Ottawa or other convenient centres to study 
all applications and accompanying material. 


Dance: For Senior Arts Grants a jury meeting in 
Ottawa makes the assessment on the basis of the 
completed application forms and supporting docu- 
ments. 

For Arts Grants, applicants are auditioned 

by a jury. 


Music performance other than popular: For Senior 
Arts Grants, a jury in Ottawa makes the assessment 
on the basis of the completed application forms and 
supporting material. 

For Arts Grants, applicants are auditioned 

by a jury at centres in North America and Europe. 
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e After the juries have completed their work, their 
recommendations are reviewed by the Advisory Arts 
Panel, which is made up of experts representing all 
fields of art and chosen from across Canada. The 
Panel then makes recommendations to the Canada 
Council for approval. The Council’s decision is final. 


Adjudication of Short Term Grants, Travel Grants and 
Project Cost Grants 

e Applications are screened for eligibility and then 
submitted to assessors, drawn from a large network 
of experts in all the arts, from all regions of Canada. 
Decisions are based on the assessors’ recom- 
mendations. 


e The adjudication process takes approximately two 
months from the time the Council receives a com- 
pleted application. The decision can occasionally be 
made sooner when assistance is urgently required.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by Parliament in 
1957 as an independent body responsible for pro- 
moting the arts, humanities and social sciences. It 
carries out its work mainly through a broad program 
of fellowships and grants. The Council also shares 
responsibility for Canada’s cultural relations with 
other countries, administers the Canadian Commis- 
sion for Unesco, and has initiated special programs 
with funds from private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of 
State. The Council is also represented on federal 
government committees on cultural matters. 


The Canada Council is a board of twenty-one mem- 
bers who are appointed for three-year terms by the 
Government of Canada. The Council meets four or 
five times a year. Day to day work is carried out by a 
permanent staff in Ottawa. 


The Council bases its decisions on the advice of out- 
side experts. It receives assistance in policy and 
other matters from the Advisory Arts Panel and Advi- 
sory Academic Panel. In addition, advisers are con- 
sulted individually or in juries. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s most 
important source of income, followed by income from 
the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. In addition, the Council has received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests. 
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Other Canada Council Programs 


Some artists and specialists in related disciplines 
may be interested in other Canada Council programs. 
More detailed information is available on request. 


Art Bank: Under this program the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to support 
public art galleries, cooperative galleries and print 


workshops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists-in-residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists in residence within a 
definable community. Among possible communities 
would be universities, municipalities, cultural organi- 
zations or industries. The objective of the program is 
to provide a creative presence within the community 
which will be beneficial both to the artist and the 
community. 


Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating 
grants and special projects grants to professional 
arts organizations and to support services which are 
necessary for the well-being of the arts. These forms 
of assistance are flexible and vary with each art form. 
For information, write, giving as much detail as possi- 
ble about the kind of assistance desired, to the Arts 
Division. 
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Canadian Music: For information about support for 
commissioning and publication of musical works by 
Canadian composers, write to the Arts Division. 


Cultural Exchanges: Under this program distinguished 
artists (in any discipline) from Belgium, Finland, 
France, Italy, Switzerland, the Federal Republic of 
Germany, the Netherlands, the United Kingdom and 
continental Latin America, may be invited to Canada 
by Canadian cultural organizations to lecture and 
teach. 


Under the Canada-USSR general exchange agree- 
ment, grants are available to two young Canadian 
artists to study music, ballet or theatre in the USSR. 
Interested candidates must apply in the first Arts 
Grant competition closing October 15, 1974, using 
the regular application forms. Candidates recom- 
mended for these grants must acquire an adequate 
knowledge of the Russian language before departure. 


Explorations: The Explorations program offers grants 
to encourage new and developing forms of creativity, 
research, participation and diffusion of the arts, hu- 
manities and social sciences.

Film: The Council offers grants to filmmakers through 
the aid to artists programs as well as special grants 
to individuals, groups and organizations. For informa- 
tion write, giving as much detail as possible about 
the kind of assistance desired, to the Arts Division.

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Eligibility Requirements 


These grants are available only to the professional 
artist who is beyond the level of basic training. In 
addition, artists other than dancers are required to 
have produced a body of work or established a pro- 
fessional reputation. The word “artist” is used in the 
broadest sense and includes those whose contri- 
bution is essential to the well-being of the 
professional arts. 


Teachers of voice are eligible only if they are training 
professionals. Teachers of dance are eligible accor- 
ding to the requirements specified for each type of 
grant. Other arts teachers are eligible only if their 
program is for their development as professional 
artists. 


Applications for Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants 
Only one application for a Senior Arts Grant or Arts 
Grant may be submitted in any twelve-month period.

Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants three months 
after they receive the result of the first application. 


Applications for Short Term, Project Cost, Travel,

Applications for amounts exceeding $10,000 must be 
received by a certain date in order to be considered 
at the next Canada Council meeting:

Results of applications for amounts of $10,000 or less 
will be announced approximately two months after the 
above deadlines.

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How Your Application is Adjudicated 


General criteria 

The artistic merit of the candidate, the significance of 
his contribution, the value of the project, its artistic 
quality, and its relevance to the artist’s work are the 
criteria taken into consideration. 


Adjudication of Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants 
Applications are received by the Arts Awards Service 
of the Council, where they are checked for eligibility 
and completeness. 


e Juries representing the various fields of art, and 
composed of from three to six experts each, study 
every application in detail and carefully assess it. 
Applications for projects which extend beyond a 
single discipline may be considered by more than 
one jury. The adjudication procedure varies to 
some extent according to the art form and type of 
competition. 


Architecture, visual arts, photography, film, video, 
theatre, music composition, popular music 

All juries meet in Ottawa or other convenient centres 
to study applications and accompanying material. 


Writing 

Two juries, one for English writing and one for French 
writing, meet in Ottawa or other convenient centres 
to study applications and accompanying material. 


Dance 

For Senior Arts Grants, a jury makes the assessment 
on the basis of the completed application forms and 

supporting material. 

For Arts Grants, applicants are auditioned by a jury. 


Music performance other than popular 

For Senior Arts Grants, a jury makes the assessment 
on the basis of the completed application forms and 
supporting material. 

For Arts Grants, applicants are auditioned by a 

jury at centres in North America and Europe. 


After the juries have completed their work, their 
recommendations are reviewed by the Advisory Arts 
Panel, which is made up of experts representing all 
fields of art and chosen across Canada. The recom- 
mendations are then submitted to the Canada 
Council. The Council’s decision is final. 


Adjudication of Short Term Grants, Travel Grants and 
Project Cost Grants 

Applications are screened for eligibility and then 
submitted to assessors, drawn from a large network 
of experts in all the arts, from all regions of Canada. 
Decisions are based on the assessors’ recom- 
mendations. 


Applicants in dance may be required to audition. 


The adjudication process takes approximately two 
months from the time the Council receives a com- 
pleted application. The decision can occasionally be 
made sooner when assistance is urgently required. 


Adjudication of Film and Video Grants 

Each application is studied in detail by a jury of from 
three to five experts from across Canada. Juries meet 
regularly to study applications and view supporting 
material. The juries’ recommendations are submitted 
to the Canada Council for final approval.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council, created by an Act of Parliament 
in 1957 to promote the arts, the humanities and the 
social sciences, Carries out its work mainly through a 
broad program of fellowships and grants. The Council 
also shares responsibility for Canada’s cultural 
relations with other countries, and administers the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco and special pro- 
grams financed by private donations. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing Committee on Broad- 
casting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and 19 other members, all of whom 
are appointed by the Government of Canada. They 
meet four or five times a year, usually in Ottawa 
where the Canada Council offices are located. The 
Council is assisted by a permanent staff and by many 
outside advisers, consulted individually or in juries, 
committees and consultative groups. It receives 
assistance in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s 
main source of income, augmented by income from 
the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests, usually 
for specific purposes. 








Other Canada Council Programs 


Some artists and specialists in related disciplines 


may be interested in other Canada Council programs. 


More detailed information is available on request. 


Art Bank: Under this program the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to public 
art galleries, cooperative galleries and print work- 
shops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists-in-residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists in residence within a 
definable community. Among possible communities 
would be universities, municipalities, cultural organi- 
zations or industries. The objective of the program is 
to provide a Creative presence within the community 
which will be beneficial both to the artist and to the 
community. 


Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating 
grants and special project grants to professional arts 
organizations. These forms of assistance are flexible 
and vary with each art form. For information, write to 
the Arts Division, giving as much detail as possible 
about the kind of assistance desired. 


Canadian Music: For information about support for 
commissioning and publication of musical works by 
Canadian composers, write to the Arts Division.

Cultural Exchanges: Under this program distinguished 
artists (in any discipline) from Belgium, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Switzerland, the United Kingdom and continental 
Latin America may be invited to Canada by Canadian 
cultural organizations to lecture and teach. 


Under the Canada-USSR general exchange agree- 
ment, grants are available to two young Canadian 
artists to study music, ballet or theatre in the Soviet 
Union. Interested candidates must apply in the first 
Arts Grant competition closing October 15, 1975, 
using the regular application forms. Candidates will 
be judged according to the same criteria as other 
applicants in the competition. Candidates recom- 
mended for these grants must acquire an adequate 
knowledge of the Russian language before departure. 


Explorations: The Explorations program offers grants 
to encourage new and developing forms of creativity, 
research, participation and diffusion of the arts, hu- 
manities and social sciences. For information, write 
to the Explorations Program. 





Humanities and Social Sciences: The Council offers 
M.A. Scholarships, Doctoral, Leave Fellowships, 
Research Grants and other forms of assistance in the 
humanities and social sciences, including academic 
disciplines associated with the arts. For information, 
write to the Humanities and Social Sciences Division. 


Public Readings by Canadian Writers: Art galleries, 
museums, libraries and post-secondary institutions 
may apply to the Council for assistance in inviting 
published Canadian writers to give public readings of 
their work.

Publication and Translation: The Council offers grants 
to Canadian-owned publishers for the publication or 
translation of a wide range of books. In addition, the 
Council purchases books from Canadian-owned pub- 
lishers for distribution to Canadian groups and insti- 
tutions.

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How to Apply

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Eligibility Requirements 


These grants are available only to the professional 
artist who is beyond the level of basic training. In 
addition, artists other than dancers are required to 
have produced a body of work or established a pro- 
fessional reputation. The word “artist” is used in the 
broadest sense and includes those whose contri- 
bution is essential to the well-being of the 
professional arts. 


Teachers of voice are eligible only if they are training 
professionals. Teachers of dance are eligible accor- 
ding to the requirements specified for each type of 
grant. Other arts teachers are eligible only if their 
program is for their development as professional 
artists. 


Applications for Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants 
Only one application for a Senior Arts Grant or Arts 
Grant may be submitted in any twelve-month period. 
Unsuccessful applicants may still apply for Short 
Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants three months 
after they receive the result of the first application. 


Applications for Short Term, Project Cost and 
Travel Grants 

Only one application for each of these grants may be 
submitted in any twelve-month period. An applicant 
who is refused one type of grant may still apply for 
any other type of grant within the 12 months, if he is 
presenting a different project for consideration. 


An artist may hold only one Canada Council grant 
during any twelve-month period, with the exception 
of a Travel Grant, which will not be counted as a 
second grant providing he has not used the travel 
allowance of another grant within the same period. 


Grants will not be given for projects that have already 
been completed. 


Candidates seeking assistance for academic research 
or studies in the fine arts should apply for one of the 
awards described in the Council’s brochure Aid to 
the Humanities and Social Sciences. 


Requests for support of projects relating to the fine 
arts which may not fall squarely within the definition 
of research projects normally applied by the Council’s 
Humanities and Social Sciences Division will be 
considered by the Arts Division and the Humanities 
and Social Sciences Division to determine their 
eligibility for support. 


Projects that extend beyond a single discipline are 
eligible and may be considered by more than one jury. 


Citizenship Requirements 

To be eligible, an applicant must be a Canadian citi- 
zen or have been admitted to Canada for permanent 
residence, i.e. have held landed immigrant status, for 
at least 12 months. For Senior Arts Grants and Arts 
Grants this means 12 months before the pertinent 
deadline. For other grants adjudicated throughout 
the year, it means 12 months before the date of 
application. 
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Senior Arts Grants 


General information 

Two competitions are held for Senior Arts Grants in 
the visual arts and writing. Artists in other disciplines 
may apply in only one competition closing October 15, 
1976. Only one application for a Senior Arts Grant 
may be submitted in any twelve-month period. 


Eligible candidates 

Artists who have made a significant contribution over 
a number of years and are still actively engaged in 
their profession. (Other artists see Arts Grants 

on page 5.) 


Special notes 


Teachers of Voice and Dance must be actively 
engaged in the training of professionals. Dancers and 
singers who have reached the end of their profes- 
sional careers as performers and wish to become 
teachers may also apply. 


Choreographers should have had their work per- 
formed by a professional company. 


Writers should have had a significant number of 
works published professionally. 


Playwrights and Scriptwriters should have had their 
work professionally published or produced. 


Value 

Up to $16,000 for the length of the program, to cover 
living expenses, project costs and travel costs 
necessary to the program. 


Sculptors may apply for an additional materials cost 
grant of up to $10,000, to be added to the basic grant 
for extraordinary costs. 


Place of tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Length of tenure 
Four to twelve months. 


Renewals 

Unless special circumstances warrant, no second 
Senior Arts Grant will be awarded within one year 
after the end of the period covered by the first grant.

Arts Grants 


General information 

Two competitions are held for Arts Grants in all 
disciplines except music, for which applications are 
accepted only in the first competition closing October 
15, 1976.

Artists who are beyond the level of basic training. In 
addition, artists other than dancers are required to 
have produced a body of work or established a pro- 
fessional reputation. Grants will go to those within 

the competition showing the greatest accomplishment 
and/or potential. (For those who have made a 
significant contribution over a number of years, see 
Senior Arts Grants on page 4.) 


Special notes 

Dancers who have completed their training as 
dancers and want to specialize in the teaching of 
dance rather than pursue a career as performers 

may apply. Dancers who have reached the end of their 
professional careers as performers and wish to 
become teachers may also apply. 


Choreographers should have had work performed 
by a professional company or be able to show their 
work in live performance. A jury will travel in the 
course of the year to view works of prospective 
applicants. An explanatory letter outlining back- 
ground and needs should be addressed to the Head 
of the Dance Section before completing the 
application form. 


Writers should have published at least one book with 
a professional publisher or its equivalent in literary 
periodicals. 


Playwrights should have had their work professionally 
published or produced. 


Value 

Up to $8,000, pro-rated according to the length of 
tenure, plus an allowance for travel necessary to the 
program. Where required, a project cost allowance 
not exceeding $1,000 is available. 


Because of available resources it is unlikely that more 
than one candidate in five will receive a grant. 


Place of tenure 

In Canada or elsewhere, if required. 

Applicants intending to carry out a program in the 
Soviet Union should refer to the section entitled 
Cultural Exchanges on page 17.

Only one application for a Short Term Grant may be 
submitted in any twelve-month period. 


Announcement of results 
Approximately two months after a completed appli- 
cation is received by the Council. 
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Project Cost Grants 


These grants are intended to cover only the actual 
costs to the artist of a specific project, and do not 
provide a living allowance. The maximum grant 
available for project expenses is $2,400. 


Suitable projects might include the purchase of 
materials for work in various media; the purchase of 
tickets for performances in music, theatre and dance 
if attendance is a necessary part of a planned project; 
costs related to an exhibition or the temporary rental 
of studio space; rental of halls for debut recitals; 
special voice or dance coaching or tuition fees; 
library fees; costs of typing manuscripts, collating; 
music reproduction and copying; technical aid; 
versioning of Canadian films in the official languages; 
dancers’ shoes; travel costs where essential to a 
project etc. 


Eligible candidates 

Artists who are beyond the level of basic training, 
including those who have made a significant contri- 
bution over a number of years.

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Travel Grants 


These grants are given to enable professional artists 
to travel on occasions important to their professional 
career, for purposes such as the following: 


artists taking an active part in important national or 
international meetings as representatives of a 
national body, on invitation of the organizers (see 
also International Representational Grants, page 18); 
accomplished artists undertaking a limited period of 
advanced studies which offer a special opportunity 
to work under a distinguished master; 

performing artists taking part in important interna- 
tional competitions; 

dramatists, composers and choreographers being 
present at rehearsals, attending a first or major 
performance of one of their works, or receiving official 
international recognition; or writers, architects, 
filmmakers and photographers being present on 
similar important occasions; 

artists in the visual arts attending solo exhibitions of 
their work or participating in an important exhibition 
in Canada or abroad; and 

artists in the visual arts requiring assistance toward 
freight costs pertaining to important exhibitions at 
home or abroad. 


These are not to be confused with travel allowances 
given with Senior Arts Grants, Arts Grants, Short 
Term Grants or Project Cost Grants. They do not 
include living expenses.

Eligible candidates 

Applicants must have produced at least one film or 
have established a professional reputation in the 
visual arts.

Applicants who have made films in 8mm, Super 8 or 
video and are applying for first 16mm productions 
should apply to the Explorations Program (see page 
17). Explorations will also receive applications for 
production costs from first-time directors who have 
worked professionally in areas other than directing. 
These grants will be considered as ‘“‘transitional’’, to 
assist those not yet at the professional level to begin 
working in the professional medium. 


Groups or organizations must have as director and 

producer of the proposed project Canadian citizens 
or landed immigrants (for at least 12 months before 
the date of application). 


Applicants receiving assistance from other federal 
film agencies are not eligible for Canada Council 
grants for the same project. 


Value 

The maximum amount available for a single film 
production is $25,000 to cover total or partial pro- 
duction costs. Applicants receiving grants of 

$15,000 or more may reapply for supplementary funds 
for a total not exceeding $25,000. 


Applicants are advised to exercise moderation in 
determining budget requirements and to present a 
realistic breakdown of costs.

Video Production Grants 


These grants are for work on independent videotape 
productions. Costs may include rental of equipment 
and space, talent and crew, editing, dubbing, etc. 


Eligibility 

Applicants must have produced a number of non- 
commercial videotapes or have established a profes- 
sional reputation in the field of non-profit video. At 
least one videotape must be submitted with an 
application as supporting material. If the project 
differs significantly from the applicant’s previous 
work, the application should also include sample 
footage of the proposed production. 


Individuals or groups may apply. Active participants 
in the project must be Canadian citizens or landed 
immigrants (for at least 12 months before the date of 
application). 


Video producers are also eligible for Senior Arts 
Grants, Arts Grants, Short Term Grants, Project Cost 
Grants and Travel Grants. 


Applicants with innovative projects who have not 
completed a body of work in the field of video may 
apply to the Council’s Explorations Program. 
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Value 

The maximum amount available for a single video 
production is $10,000. Applicants are advised to 
exercise moderation in determining budget require- 
ments and to present a realistic breakdown of costs. 


Applications 
Application forms are available from the Arts 
Division. 


The deadlines for completed applications are: 
March 15, for announcement in May;

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Long-term Grants for Writers 
(pilot program) 


In recognition of some writers’ need for long-term 
assistance to undertake a major writing project, the 
Council will run an experimental program of three- 
year support in addition to its regular programs 
available for writers. One grant will be awarded each 
year to an English-language writer and one toa 
French-language writer. 


Eligibility 

Applicants must be Canadian citizens at the Senior Arts 
Grant level who have made and are continuing to 
make a significant contribution to creative writing 

in Canada. 


Value 

Up to $16,000 to supplement any other income, ensur- 
ing a minimum annual income of $16,000. The 
maximum will be reviewed annually to take into 
account any increase in the cost of living and the 
effectiveness of the program. Recipients will be 
required to submit an annual interim progress report 
before funding is authorized for the following year. 


Place of tenure 
In Canada, unless travel is necessary to the project. 


Length of tenure 

The program is intended to allow a writer to under- 
take a full-time writing project for up to three 
consecutive years. 


Applications 
Application forms may be obtained from the Arts 
Awards Service of the Council as of August 1, 1976. 


Deadline 

Completed application forms must be mailed to the 
Council by October 15, 1976. No applications post- 
marked after this date will be considered.

Applicants should note that recipients will not be 
eligible for further Council grants for the three years 
following the end of the three-year program of 
support. 
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How Your Application is Adjudicated 


General criteria 

The artistic merit of the candidate, the significance of 
his contribution, the value of the project, its artistic 
quality, and its relevance to the artist’s work are the 
criteria taken into consideration. 


Adjudication of Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants 
Applications are received by the Arts Awards Service 
of the Council, where they are checked for eligibility 
and completeness. 


Juries representing the various fields of art, and 
composed of from three to six experts each, study 
every application in detail and carefully assess it. 
Applications for projects which extend beyond a 
single discipline may be considered by more than 
one jury. The adjudication procedure varies to 
some extent according to the art form and type of 
competition. 


Architecture, visual arts, photography, film, video, 
theatre, music composition, popular music 

All juries meet in Ottawa or other convenient centres 
to study applications and accompanying material. 


Writing 

Two juries, one for English writing and one for French 
writing, meet in Ottawa or other convenient centres 
to study applications and accompanying material. 


Dance 

For Senior Arts Grants, a jury makes the assessment 
on the basis of the completed application forms and 
supporting material. 

For Arts Grants, applicants are auditioned and/or 
interviewed by a jury. 


Music performance other than popular 

For Senior Arts Grants, a jury makes the assessment 
on the basis of the completed application forms and 
supporting material. 

For Arts Grants, applicants are auditioned by a 

jury at centres in North America and Europe. 


After the juries have completed their work, their 
recommendations are reviewed by the Advisory Arts 
Panel, which is made up of experts representing all 
fields of art and chosen across Canada. The recom- 
mendations are then submitted to the Canada 
Council. The Council’s decision is final. 


Adjudication of Short Term Grants, Travel Grants and 
Project Cost Grants 

Applications are screened for eligibility and then 
submitted to assessors, drawn from a large network 
of experts in all the arts, from all regions of Canada. 
Decisions are based on the assessors’ recom- 
mendations. 


Applicants in dance may be required to audition. 


The adjudication process takes approximately two 
months from the time the Council receives a com- 
pleted application. The decision can occasionally be 
made sooner when assistance is urgently required. 


Adjudication of Film Production and Video 
Production Grants 

Each application is studied in detail by a jury of from 
three to five experts from across Canada. Juries meet 
regularly to study applications and view supporting 
material. The juries’ recommendations are submitted 
to the Canada Council for final approval.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council, created by an Act of Parliament 
in 1957 to promote the arts, the humanities and the 
social sciences, carries out its work mainly through a 
broad program of fellowships and grants. The Council 
also shares responsibility for Canada’s cultural 
relations with other countries, and administers the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco and special pro- 
grams financed by private donations. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing Committee on Broad- 
casting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and 19 other members, all of whom 
are appointed by the Government of Canada. They 
meet four or five times a year, usually in Ottawa 
where the Canada Council offices are located. The 
Council is assisted by a permanent staff and by many 
outside advisers, consulted individually or in juries, 
committees and consultative groups. It receives 
assistance in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s 
main source of income, augmented by income from 
the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests, usually 
for specific purposes. 
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Other Canada Council Programs 


Some artists and specialists in related disciplines 


may be interested in other Canada Council programs. 


More detailed information is available on request. 


Art Bank: Under this program the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to public 
art galleries, cooperative galleries and print work- 
shops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists-in-residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists-in-residence within a 
definable community. Among possible communities 
would be universities, municipalities, cultural organi- 
zations or industries. The objective of the program is 
to provide a creative presence within the community 
which will be beneficial both to the artist and to the 
community. 


Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating 
grants and special project grants to professional arts 
organizations. These forms of assistance are flexible 
and vary with each art form. For information, write to 
the Arts Division, giving as much detail as possible 
about the kind of assistance desired. 


Canadian Music: For information about support for 
commissioning, publication and recording of musical 
works by Canadian composers, write to the Arts 
Division. 





Cultural Exchanges: Under this program distinguished 
artists (in any discipline) from Belgium, Brazil, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Federal Republic of 
Germany, Finland, France, Great Britain, Hungary, 
Italy, lvory Coast, Japan, Luxembourg, Mexico, the 
Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Rumania, Senegal, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Yugoslavia may be invited 
to Canada by Canadian cultural organizations to 
lecture and teach. 


Under the Canada-USSR general exchange agree- 
ment, grants are available to two young Canadian 
artists to study music, ballet or theatre in the Soviet 
Union. Interested candidates must apply in the first 
Arts Grant competition closing October 15, 1976, 
using the regular application forms. Candidates will 
be judged according to the same criteria as other 
applicants in the competition. Candidates recom- 
mended for these grants must acquire an adequate 
knowledge of the Russian language before departure. 


Explorations: The Explorations program offers grants 
to encourage new and developing forms of creativity, 
research, participation and diffusion of the arts, hu- 
manities and social sciences. For information, write 
to the Explorations Program. 
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Humanities and Social Sciences: The Council offers 
M.A. Scholarships, Doctoral, Leave Fellowships, 
Research Grants and other forms of assistance in the 
humanities and social sciences, including academic 
disciplines associated with the arts. For information, 
write to the Humanities and Social Sciences Division. 


International Representational Grants: A limited 
number of grants are available for international travel 
of Canadians elected to serve as senior officers or 
board members of international organizations con- 
cerned with the arts, humanities and social sciences. 


The program is concerned with the management of 
international scholarly or artistic activities. Grants 
will not be given for Canadian participation in 
symposia or congresses whose primary purpose is to 
advance exchange of knowledge and the professional 
competence of participants. 


The grants provide economy air fare and a per diem 
for the duration of the meeting. 


Applications should normally be submitted by the 
president or secretary of the Canadian affiliate of the 
international organization. The deadlines for appli- 
cations are September 1, for announcement in mid- 
October, and January 15, for announcement in early 
March.

Public Readings by Canadian Writers: Art galleries, 
museums, libraries and post-secondary institutions 
may apply to the Council for assistance in inviting 
published Canadian writers to give public readings of 
their work. For information write to the Arts Division. 


Publication and Translation: The Council offers grants 
to Canadian-owned publishers for the publication or 
translation of a wide range of books. In addition, the 
Council purchases books from Canadian-owned pub- 
lishers for distribution to Canadian groups and insti- 
tutions. Funds are also available for literary and arts 
periodicals, learned journals and for the publication 
of scholarly manuscripts in the humanities and social 
sciences. A brochure Aid to Publication and 
Translation describing these grants in more detail 

is available from the Arts Division. 


Touring Office: Through its Touring Office, the Council 
provides subsidies, technical assistance and support 
services to encourage and coordinate touring by 
Canadian performing artists and companies and to 
make their performances accessible to a wider 
audience. It organizes regional training workshops 
for local sponsors, publishes the Touring Directory of 
the Performing Arts and the Sponsors’ Handbook for 
Touring, and coordinates Canadian performing arts 
tours abroad on behalf of the Department of External 
Affairs.

General Information 
about the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by an Act 


of Parliament in 1957 “to foster and 


promote the study and enjoyment of, and 
the production of works in, the arts, 
humanities and social sciences.” It offers a 
broad range of grants and provides certain 
services to individuals and organizations in 
these and related fields. The Council also 
administers the Canadian Commission for 
Unesco, cultural exchanges with foreign 
countries and special programs funded by 
private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and 


makes its own decisions within the terms of 


the Canada Council Act. It reports to 
Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing 
Committee on Broadcasting, Films and 
Assistance to the Arts. The Canada Council 
itself consists of a chairman, vice-chairman 
and 19 other members, all appointed by 
the Government of Canada. The Council’s 
decisions are implemented by an 
administrative staff, headed by a director 
and an associate director. 


In the development and application of its 
policies and programs, the Council works 
closely with the artistic and university 
communities and the cultural field 
generally. Representatives of these 
communities are consulted individually or 
in juries, committees or consultative 
groups. Among the latter, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel 
play a particularly important role. 


Annual grants from Parliament are the 
Council's main source of income. These 
grants are supplemented by income from a 
$50 million Endowment Fund established 
by Parliament in 1957. The Council has 
also received substantial amounts in 
private donations and bequests, usually for 
specific purposes. 





The Arts Division of the Council includes 
five sections responsible for specific fields 


_ of artistic activity — Visual Arts, Film and 


Video; Writing and Publication; Dance; 


_ Music; Theatre — plus two more general 


sections, the Arts Awards Service and the 
Touring Office. 


Under the provisions of an Act passed 
during the last session of Parliament, the 
Council's work in the humanities and social 
sciences is to become the responsibility of 
a new body, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council.

Introduction 


The purpose of this brochure is to describe 
the various forms of assistance provided by 


the Canada Council to serve the interests _ 
of individual artists, and to outline the 
conditions under which grants are made. It 
does not attempt to deal with other 
programs of the Council, though relevant 
ones are referred to as necessary.

General Description of the 
Aid to Artists Program 


The program embraces the following five 
categories: Senior Arts Grants, Arts Grants, 

_ Short-Term Grants, Project Cost Grants, 
and Travel Grants. 


Grants are available to individual artists in 
all disciplines and specialties. For the 
purposes of this program, the word “artist” 
means any individual whose professional 
activity is essential to the arts and applies 
therefore not only to creators and 
performers but also to critics and arts 
administrators — to give only two 
examples. 


Eligibility 
An applicant must 


1 Be a Canadian citizen or have had landed 
immigrant status for 12 months 


2 Have finished basic training or have the 
necessary competence to be considered a 
professional artist (doubtful cases will be 
resolved by jury) 


3 Meet the particular conditions of the 
category of grant applied for (see below). 


Limitations 


1 Grants are never retroactive and cannot 
apply to work already done. 


2 Two grants cannot be held simultaneously, 
even for totally different projects. 


3 Short-Term Grants, Project Cost Grants, 
Travel Grants. During a 12-month period, 
candidates may apply only once for one or 
the other of these grants. Unsuccessful 
applicants may, however, re-apply for a 
grant other than the one previously 
requested. Successful applicants may 
request a Senior Arts Grant or an Arts 
Grant, which may be taken up before the 
end of the 12 months. Applicants may 
always request a Travel Grant if they have 
not taken advantage of the travel 
allowance attached to a previous grant. 


4 Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants. Only 
one of these two grants may be applied for 
during a 12-month period. Unsuccessful 
applicants may, however, request a 
Short-Term Grant or Travel Grant during 
the same period. 


5 University studies or research. Artists who 
may wish to obtain a grant for university 
study or research in the arts or humanities 
would normally do so under the Council’s 
program of aid to the humanities and social 
sciences (See Aid to the Humanities and 
Social Sciences, page 14). If the 
application does not precisely meet the 
conditions of this program the Humanities 
and Social Sciences Division and the Arts 
Division will consult jointly to determine its 
eligibility. 


Senior Arts Grants 


These grants are provided for artists who 
have worked successfully for several years 
in their career, have some notable 
accomplishments to their credit and are 
still active in their profession. 


Recipients must devote the major part of 
their time to their program, though they 
may accept grants or remuneration from 
other sources. 


Value 

Grants are worth up to $17,000, which is 
expected to cover living expenses, project 
costs and travel costs necessary to the 
program. 


Length of Tenure 
Four to twelve months. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 





Renewals 

Except in unusual circumstances, award 
holders must wait one year after the 
expiration of their grant before applying for 
a second grant in this category. 


Arts Grants 


Artists who have completed basic training 
and are recognized as professionals are 
eligible. As the number of grants available 
is limited, the Council is able to make 
awards only to about one applicant in five. 


Recipients must devote the major part of 
their time to their program, though they 
may accept grants or remuneration from 
other sources. 


Vaiue 

Grants are worth up to $10,100, which is 
expected to cover living expenses ($750 a 
month maximum) and project costs. 
Candidates may also obtain a travel 
allowance if necessary. 


Length of Tenure 
From four to twelve months. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if necessary. 


Renewals 

Candidates for renewal must apply in a 
new competition, presenting complete 
documentation of their recent work, 
including that completed under the grant 
already held. Only in unusual 
circumstances will an artist be given more 
than two consecutive grants. 


Short-Term Grants 


These grants are intended to provide living 


expenses for artists for a maximum of 
three months, not necessarily consecutive, 
to enable them to work on a specific - 
project. The grants cannot be used to 
complete part of a long-term project for 
which other grants are available. 


Value 

Grants are worth $600 a month, plus travel 
allowance where necessary. If the program 
warrants it, recipients may receive an 
additional project cost allowance, not ~ 
exceeding $800. This must be justified by a 
detailed budget. r 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Project Cost Grants 


These grants are intended to cover the 
costs of goods and services necessary to 
the completion of a specific project, and not 
to provide a living allowance for the artist. 


Following are some examples of eligible 
expenses: 


® purchase of materials for creation of a work 
of art 


® purchase of tickets to artistic performances, _ 


if these are essential to the project 

® mounting of an exhibition 

® temporary rental of a studio 

® rental of a recital hall for a debut 

® the cost of individual lessons or 
participation in workshops 

® typing of manuscripts, collating, music 
reproduction 

® production of demo-tapes 

® technical assistance 

®@ dubbing of a Canadian film in the other 
Official language 

® transportation of works of art or musical 
instruments 

® production of a book as an art form. 
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Note: Opening and publicity costs for an 
exhibition are ineligible. 


The candidate must present a complete list 
of materials or services required and 
attach a detailed budget. 


Value 
Up to $2,700. 


Length of Tenure 
indefinite. 


Travel Grants 


These grants are given to enable artists to 
travel on occasions important to their 
professional career. They cover travel but 
not living expenses. They may, for 
example, enable 


® artists to take an active part in important 


national or international meetings as 
representatives of national organizations at 
the invitation of organizers. (See also 
Grants for International Representation, 
page 13.) 


® accomplished artists to take advantage of 


occasions to work under eminent 
artist-teachers 


® performing artists to take part in 


international competitions 


® creative artists to attend a first or major 


performance of one of their works or 
rehearsals for such a performance 


® artists to receive official international honors 


or awards 


® artists to attend solo exhibitions of their 


work, or to participate in major exhibitions 
in Canada or abroad. 


Criteria and Methods of Selection 


All grant applications are evaluated 
according to the following criteria: 


® competence and potential of the candidate, 
® value and possibility of completion of the 


program of work, taking into account the 
background of the candidate. 





The relative weight accorded these criteria 
may vary, however, depending on the 
artistic discipline or type of grant. 


When applications arrive at the Council 
they are processed by the Arts Awards 
Service, where they are checked for 
eligibility and completeness. When 
necessary, the Awards Service officers may 
get in touch with candidates to point out 
missing documentation or incomplete 
information. 


After this administrative screening by 
Council staff, selection of candidates is 
turned over to outside assessors, usually 
meeting in juries, and chosen from among 
the best professionals in the disciplines and 
activities concerned. The composition of 
the juries Changes continuously and lists of 
members are published at the end of the 
year in the Council’s annual report. The 
assessors’ work consists essentially of 
studying candidates’ applications, seeing or 
hearing the works submitted in support of 
the applications (in some instances 
attending auditions, film and slide 
showings, etc.), and evaluating the 
requests according to the criteria noted 
above. 


Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants 
Applications are studied by juries of from 
three to six members. Those which cross 
the boundaries of a particular artistic ~ 
discipline may be submitted to several 
juries or to a multidisciplinary jury. 


Jury recommendations are reviewed by the 
Council’s Advisory Arts Panel, whose 27 
members represent all artistic disciplines 
and are drawn from the various regions of 
Canada. 


‘Recommendations of the Advisory Arts 


Panel are submitted to the Canada 
Council. The Council's decision is final. 


— 
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Short-Term, Project Cost and 

Travei Grants 

Depending on the discipline and type of 
grant, selection may be by specialized 
juries or by individual assessors chosen 
from a large network of professionals in the 
arts. Grants are awarded by Council staff, 
under authority delegated to them by the 
Council. 


Note: The criteria for these grants are the 
same as for the larger grants, and 
candidates should expect stiff competition. 


Administrative and Financial 
Procedures 


The Canada Council will pay the travel 
costs and a portion of the accommodation 
expenses of applicants called for auditions. 
For Arts Grants in the visual arts, the 
Council! will pay shipping and insurance 
costs for original works submitted to juries. 


2 Senior Arts Grants and Arts Grants are 


payable, depending on length of tenure, in 
one, two or three instalments; other grants 
are generally payable in one instalment. 
Candidates may expect a three-week delay 
between notification of results and mailing 
of the first cheque. 


3 The portion of a grant allowed for living 


expenses is taxable and the Council issues 
T-4A slips. Grant recipients should direct 
questions on tax matters to Revenue 
Canada or, if applicable, their provincial” 
revenue Gepartment. 


Particulars for Each | 
Discipline 


Architecture 


Artists who wish to do research or to write 
reflective or critical works in the fields of 
architecture and urban planning are 
eligible. Applicants must submit outlines of 
previous projects or published works. 


MA or PhD students or researchers in 
architecture are eligible to apply for grants 
described in the brochure Aid to the 
Humanities and Social Sciences. Write to 
the Humanities and Social Sciences 
Division of the Canada Council. 


Creative Writing 


Only writers wishing to work in the field of 
creative writing (fiction, poetry, drama, etc.) 
are eligible. Other Council programs are 
available to persons who wish to write in 
other fields. (For scholarly manuscripts and _ 
studies, see Aid to the Humanities and 
Social Sciences, page 14; for works in a 
more popular vein, see Explorations 
Program, page 13.) 


To be eligible for a grant, a writer should 
have published, with a professional 
publishing house, at least one work of 
creative writing or the equivalent in literary 
periodicals. Playwrights should have had at 
least one play professionally published or 
produced. 


A grant may not be used to finance the 
publication of a book. Grants to publishing 
houses are provided for this purpose. (See 
Aid to Writing and Publication, page 14.) 


Applications for Senior Arts Grants, 
Long-Term Grants (see below) and Arts 
Grants are submitted to juries for review 
and selection. Applications for Short-Term 
Grants, Project Cost Grants and Travel 
Grants are assessed individually by outside 
advisers. 


Long-Term Grants for Writers 

These grants offer the possibility of 
three-year support for writers eligible for 
Senior Arts Grants. The conditions are 





— 


similar, except that recipients must be 
Canadian citizens. One grant is offered 
each year to an English-language writer 
and one to a French-language writer. 


Recipients may receive up to $17,000 a 
year with the possibility of an additional 
travel allowance of up to $2,600 if 
essential to the project. They must agree to 
devote the major part of their time to their 
project but may receive remuneration from 
other sources. An annual interim progress 
report will be required from the writer 
before funding is authorized for the 
following year. 


Recipients of Long-Term Grants for Writers 
will not be eligible for further Council grants 
for three years following the end of the 


_ three-year program of support. 


Dance 


® All dance professionals — dancers, 


choreographers, notators, critics, teachers, 
administrators, technicians and historians 
— are eligible. Priority is given to those 
involved in classical, modern or 
experimental dance. 


Dancers must have reached the stage at 
which they are ready to perform 
professionally. Applications will however be 
accepted from those who have completed 
basic training but require one more year of 
study before joining a professional 
company. 


® Teachers must be actively engaged in the 


training of professionals. Dancers who have 
completed their training as dancers and 
wish to teach rather than perform, or 
dancers who have reached the end of their 
professional careers as dancers may apply 
for a grant to help them become teachers. 


Choreographers should have had their work 
performed by a professional company or be 
able to show their work in live performance. 
If they wish to have their work seen by a 
jury, they should inform the Arts Awards 
Service well in advance. 





Choreographers who obtain a Senior Arts 
Grant, Arts Grant or Short-Term Grant for a 
creative project may, regardless of the 
length of time required for the project, 
claim the full amount of the grant and use 
all or part of it to cover expenses such as 
dancers’ salaries, studio renta’, etc. 


For Senior Arts Grants, a jury makes its 
assessment on the basis of completed 
application forms and supporting material 
(except for choreographers, as noted 
above). For Arts Grants, applicants are 
auditioned and/or interviewed by a jury. 
For Short-Term Grants, Project Cost Grants 
and Travel Grants, applicants may be 
required to audition. 


® Recipients may not use their grants to 


study abroad if an equivalent standard of 
training is available in Canada. 


Arts Administrators and Critics: see Training 
in Administration, and Criticism, page 14. 


Film 


Examples of the types of professional work 
for which grants are made are: developing, 
writing or completing scripts for film short 
subjects; doing research in the field of 
cinema or in-depth study of specific film 
subjects; blowing up a film; creating film 
subtitles, making internegatives, etc. 


Scriptwriters applying for Senior Arts Grants 
should have had works produced by 
professional filmmakers. 


Filmmakers applying for other than Senior 
Arts Grants should have directed at least 
one film. 
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® Arts Grants, Short-Term Grants and Project 
Cost Grants are available to individuals 
who wish to attend a film school, enter an 
apprenticeship program or take further = 
training. Such candidates should provide 
written proof of their acceptance and 
details of the nature and length of the 
course of studies or training. A candidate 
for a course in practical training should 
have already worked as a professional in 
film. 


For film production costs (rental of 
equipment and space, payment of artists 
and technicians, editing and dubbing costs, 
etc.) see Film Production Grants, page 15. 


First-time directors. Applicants who are 
directing a film for the first time or who, 
having already made 8 mm or super 8 mm 
films or videotapes, wish to undertake their 
first 16 mm production may apply to the 
Explorations Program. (See page 13.) 


Muitidisciplinary Work 


Grants in this area are for artists whose 
work crosses disciplinary lines. The 
bringing together of two or more disciplines 
does noi necessarily mean that a project 
will be regarded as multidisciplinary. For 
the Canada Council's purposes, for 
example, musical comedy falls within 
theatre, and opera is identified with music. 
ln doubtful cases, Council staff will decide 
whether a project is to be considered 
multidisciplinary or whether it should be 
slotted into a specific discipline. 


Candidates must include with their 
application supporting material such as 
videotapes, photographs, slides, 
manuscripts, etc., which demonstrate the 
multidisciplinary nature of the project. 


Music 


Musicians who have had some professional 
experience and are at least 17 years of 
age are eligible. Musicians who have had 
“classical” training should have finished 
basic music education — that is, at least 
university or conservatory graduation or its 
equivalent. Teachers are eligible only if 
they are engaged in training professional 
musicians. : 


Applicants are selected by juries that vary 
with the category of grant and the specific 
musical art form. In the “classical” music 
category, there are separate juries for 
orchestra conductors, choral conductors, 
singers, instrumentalists, composers, critics 
and administrators; there are also juries for 
other types of music, such as rock, jazz 
and folk. For instrument-makers, the 
Council consults specialists in Canada and, 
if necessary, abroad. 


Orchestra and Choral Conductors. For all 
categories of grants, except Travel Grants, 
conductors must audition before a jury. 
There are usually three sets of auditions a 
year, but this may vary with the number of 
applications. 


Singers and Instrumentalists. For Arts 
Grants, selection is done in two stages. A 
preselection jury first studies applications, 
listens to candidates’ tape recordings and 
does a preliminary screening. Applicants 
eliminated at this stage are informed 
immediately. Remaining candidates are 
called to audition before a second jury, 
whose choice is final. 


For other grants, applications are submitted 
to juries which meet approximately every 
eight weeks to study applications and listen 
to applicants’ recordings. 


Community Musicians Program. See 
Community Musicians, page 15. 


Photography 
For ail categories of grants, photographers 


must submit at least 20 samples of their 
work, with special emphasis on the last 
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ie * Grants « are open to all profeecionalct in 


_ theatre and mime: performing artists, 
directors, playwrights, set and costume 


designers, technicians, critics and teachers. 


_ © Artists must have the equivalent of two 


years’ experience in a professional 
‘company; playwrights must have had at 
least one play published or mounted 
professionally. 


_ ® Teachers (except voice teachers) are 


eligible only if their program is aimed 
toward their professional development as 
artists. 


® Grants may not be used for projects linked 
to the activities of a group or company or 
for the mounting of a production. (See Aid 
to Arts Organizations, page 13, and . 
Explorations Program, page 13.) 


® Programs of study are eligible only at the 
advanced level. 


® Ail applications are studied either by 
English-language or French-language 
juries. 


® For Short-Term Grants, Project Cost Grants 


and Travel Grants, juries meet about every 
eight weeks. 


® Playwrights must submit the complete text 
of a recent work. Set and costume 
designers must present some visual 
documentation of recent productions. 


Video 


® Grants are provided for all forms of creative 


expression, research or experimentation in 
the field of video, inciuding video 
documentaries. Works essentially of a 
pedagogical nature are ineligible. 
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® Applicants must have to their credit several 


non-commerical video productions, or be 
otherwise recognized as professionals in 
the field. They must submit at least one 
videotape and, if their project differs 
markedly from previous work, a demo-tape. 


® Grants normally serve to finance several 


distinct projects or a collection of activities. 


_Individuals or groups wishing to work on a 


single production should apply for a 
production grant. (See Video Production 
Grants, page 15. For a first-time 
production, see Explorations Program, 
page 13.) 


Visual Arts 


All visual arts professionals are eligible: 
artists, critics, teachers, administrators, 
contemporary art curators, etc. 


For all categories of grants, artists must 
submit at least 20 slides illustrating their 
work, especially over the last three years. 


in the Senior Arts Grants category, 
sculptors may appiy for a materials cost 
grant of up to $10,000 to be added to the 
basic grant for extraordinary costs. 


Adjudication in the Arts Grants category is 
carried out in two stages because of the 
large number of applications. The jury 
meets first to study applications and 
candidates’ slides and do a preliminary 
screening. Applicants eliminated at this 
stage are notified at once. Remaining 
candidates are invited to submit works (not 
slides) on which the jury will base its final 
decision.

Programs 


The following list includes only those 
programs specifically directed to the arts, 
or applicable in some cases to artists, 
performing arts companies or other arts 
organizations. (An asterisk indicates that a 
printed folder or brochure is available.) 


General Programs 


Aid to Arts Organizations. The Council 
provides grants to performing arts 
companies, music groups and other artistic, 
literary or cultural organizations either for 
their general activities or for specific 
projects (particularly the creation, 
production and distribution of Canadian 
works). In general, this assistance is for 
activities at the professional level. Criteria 
and selection methods vary according to 
the art form and nature of the activity. 
Write to the Arts Division, giving all 
pertinent details. 


Touring Office*. The Canada Council 
Touring Office provides numerous services 
to encourage and facilitate the organization 
and coordination of performing arts tours. It 
also promotes the training and professional 
development of tour sponsors and 
organizers, and of artists’ and company 
agents, and provides grants to Canadian 
companies and performing artists that wish 
to tour. The Concerts Canada program of 
the Touring Office is geared specifically to 
young musicians at the beginning of their 
career and to their impresarios or agents. 
The Office publishes a quarterly Bulletin, a 
Tour Organizers’ Handbook, Sponsors’ 
Handbook for Touring Attractions, and a 
Touring Directory of the Performing Arts in 
Canada. For information: Touring Office. 


Artists in Residence. This program enables 
artists — painters, sculptors, writers, 
musicians — to work in a particular 
institution, agency or community for their 
mutual cultural benefit. Application must be 
made by the institution or group (university, 
municipality, cultural organization, 
corporation, etc.). The grant normally 
covers only a portion of the artist's salary. 
For information: Arts Division. 
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® Grants for International Representation’. A 


limited number of grants are available for 
international travel of Canadians elected to 
serve as senior officers or board members 
of international organizations in the arts, 
humanities or social sciences. The program 
is intended to heip recipients participate in 
the management of these organizations; it 
is not intended to facilitate participation in 
symposia or congresses whose purpose is 
exchange of information or individual 
professional development. For information: 
Grants for International Representation. 


Explorations Program”. Explorations 
encourages investigation of new forms of 
cultural expression and participation. 
Projects and studies are intended to help 
introduce a new perspective in 
understanding Canada and develop new 
means of promoting public enjoyment of 
artistic and cultural activities and an 
appreciation of Canada’s heritage. 
Applications are accepted from any person, 
group or organization with a specific 
project. For information: Explorations 
Program. 


® Studies in the USSR*. Under the 


Canada-USSR general exchange 
agreement, grants are available annually to 
two young Canadian artists to study music, 
ballet or theatre in the Soviet Union. 
Interested Canadians must apply in the first 
Arts Grants competition closing October 15 
(ballet and theatre), and December 15 
(music), using the regular application 
forms. Candidates will be judged according 
to the same standards as other applicants 
in the competition. Candidates 
recommended for these grants must 
acquire an adequate knowledge of Russian 
before departure. For information: Cultural 
Exchanges Section. 
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Visiting Foreign Artisis*. Canadian cultural 
organizations may take advantage of 
Canada’s cultural exchange agreements 
with certain foreign countries to invite 
artists from these countries to teach or 
lecture in Canada. The countries involved 
are: Algeria, Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 
Brazil, Britain, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Federal Republic of Germany, Finland, 
France, Hungary, India, Iran, Italy, Ivory 
Coast, Japan, Kenya, Morocco, Mexico, 
Nigeria, Norway, New Zealand, 
Netherlands, Poland, Romania, Senegal, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Tunisia, Venezuela 
and Yugoslavia.

Grants for Foreign Nationals*. The 
Government of Canada, through the 
Canada Council, provides grants to foreign 
nationals in all disciplines who wish to 
study or do research in Canada at the 
post-doctoral level, or the equivalent in the 
arts. These grants are available to 
nationals of the following countries: 
Argentina, Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Federal Republic of 
Germany, Greece, Hungary, Iran, Italy, 
Japan, Luxembourg, Mexico, Netherlands, 
Norway, People’s Republic of China, 
Poland, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, 
USSR, Venezuela and Yugoslavia. For 
information: Cultural Exchanges Section. 


Aid to the Humanities and Social Sciences”. 


This program is of interest to artists who 
wish to study, teach or do research.in a 
university.

Creative Writing 


® Aid to Writing and Publication’. To 
encourage writers and to help make them 
better known, the Council supports public 
readings by writers, writers-in-residence in 
universities and other post-secondary 
teaching institutions, and the operations of 
professional writers’ associations. The 
Council also awards literary and translation 
prizes. In the publishing field, the Council 
gives grants to majority Canadian-owned 
publishing houses for publication and 
translation of books and for authors’ 
promotion, supports periodicals and 
national publishers’ associations, and buys 
and donates kits of Canadian books. For 
information: Writing and Publication 
Section. 


Dance © 


% Guest Teachers Program. Dance schools 
and organizations some distance away 
from principal Canadian dance centres may 
receive grants to invite professional 
teachers resident in Canada to give 
classes. Grants cover transportation costs 
of the guest teacher, pilus salary up to $50 
a day. For information: Dance Section. 


® Set and Costume Production. The Council 
provides grants for professional Canadian 
dance companies to commission original 
sets and costumes from Canadian visual 
artists. For information: Dance Section. 





® Training in Administration. Individuals 
working in a professional dance company in 
an administrative capacity may apply for a 
grant to take a course in arts 
administration or serve an apprenticeship in . 
Canada with one or more professional 
performing arts companies. Tenure may be 
spread over a period of one year or more 
so that training will not interfere with the 
recipients’ professional obligations. For 
information; Dance Section. 


® Criticism. Dance critics for newspapers, 
magazines, radio or television may apply 
for a grant for further training. For 
information: Dance Section.

® Film Production Grants. These grants are 


for independent filmmakers. They may 
cover rental of equipment and space, 
employment of artists and technicians, 
editing and dubbing costs, etc. For 
information: Film Officer, Visual Arts 
Section.

program provides the opportunity for 
musicians to direct, or contribute to, music 
animation projects in communities where 
their services may be needed. For 
information: Music Section. 


® Choirs. Amateur choirs may receive Council 


assistance to help pay the salary of a 
professional director or the fees of 
professional soloists or accompanisis. For 
information: Music Section. 


® Music Composition. The Council provides 


grants to enable orchestras, other music 
organizations, dance companies and in 
some instances solo performers to 
commission works from Canadian 
composers. For information: Music Section. 


® Publication and Promotion of Canagian 


Music*. This program is for majority 
Canadian-owned music publishing houses 
or houses located in Canada. Grants may 
cover up to 60 per cent of publication 
costs. For information: Music Section. 


® Recording of Canadian Music. Grants are 


available to majority Canadian-owned 
recording firms, or firms located in Canada 
for the recording of classical-type Canadian 
music. For information: Music Section.

® Video Production Grants*. These grants are 


for independent producers (groups or 
individuals). They may cover rental of 
equipment and space, employment of 
artists and technicians, editing and dubbing 
costs, etc. For information: Video Officer, 
Visual Arts Section. 


Visual Arts 


® Aid to Art Galleries. The Council provides 


grants to public art galleries both for 
ongoing programs and for special projects, 
such as exhibitions and other artistic 
productions, publication of catalogues, etc. 
For information: Visual Arts Section. 


® Aid to Parallel Galleries. This program is for 


cooperative galleries, founded and 
operated by professional artists and in 
existence for at least one year. Grants may 
cover operating expenses and costs of 
experimental exhibitions and other artistic 
productions. For information: Visual Arts 
Section. 


@ Art Bank*. The Canada Council Art Bank 


buys the works of contemporary Canadian 
artists and rents them to federal 
government departments and agencies. 
The Bank also lends certain works from its 
collection to public art galleries and assists 
them in acquiring works of art. For 
information: Art Bank. 


® Visiting Artists. This program, which is of 


interest to communities outside major 
metropolitan areas, enables institutions 
(universities, art galleries, etc.) to invite 
artists from other regions of Canada to 
meet and exchange views with local artists 
and to send local artists to other regions. 
Local institutions normally assume a 
portion of the expenses. For information: 
Visual Arts Section. 
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® Aid to Print Workshops. Workshops that 
place their facilities and equipment at the 
service of local artists and offer 
professional technical assistance may 
request grants for the following expenses: 
operations, equipment, materials and 
salaries. For information: Visual Arts 
Section.

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General Information 
about the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by an Act 
of Parliament in 1957 “to foster and 
promote the study and enjoyment of, and 
the production of works in, the arts, 
humanities and social sciences.” It offers a 
broad range of grants and provides certain 
services to individuals and organizations in 
these and related fields. The Council also 
administers the Canadian Commission for 
Unesco, cultural exchanges with foreign 
countries and special programs funded by 
private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and 
makes its own decisions within the terms of 
the Canada Council Act. It reports to 
Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing 
Committee on Broadcasting, Films and 
Assistance to the Arts. The Canada Council 
itself consists of a chairman, vice-chairman 
and 19 other members, all appointed by 
the Government of Canada. The Council’s 
decisions are implemented by an 
administrative staff, headed by a director 
and an associate director. 


In the development and application of its 
policies and programs, the Council works 
Closely with the artistic and university 
communities and the cultural field 
generally. Representatives of these 
communities are consulted individually or 
in juries, committees or consultative 
groups. Among the latter, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel 
play a particularly important role. 


Annual grants from Parliament are the 
Council's main source of income. These 
grants are supplemented by income from a 
$50 million Endowment Fund established 
by Parliament in 1957. The Council has 
also received substantial amounts in 
private donations and bequests, usually for 
specific purposes. 


The Arts Division of the Council includes 
five sections responsible for specific fields 
of artistic activity — Visual Arts, Film and 
Video; Writing and Publication; Dance; 
Music; Theatre — plus two more general 
sections, the Arts Awards Service and the 
Touring Office. 


Under the provisions of the Government 
Organization (Scientific Activities) Act 
passed by Parliament in June 1977, the 
Council's work in the humanities and social 
sciences is to become the responsibility of 
a new body, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council. 





Introduction 


The purpose of this brochure is to describe 
the various forms of assistance provided by 
the Canada Council to serve the interests 
of individual artists, and to outline the 
conditions under which grants are made. It 
does not attempt to deal with other 
programs of the Council, though relevant 
ones are referred to as necessary. 


The brochure is directed principally to 
artists who wish to apply for grants, but will 
also be used for general information 
purposes. 


How to Apply 


Applicants for a grant should proceed as 
follows: 


1 Read the first part of the brochure carefully 
(pages 3-6). This gives general conditions 
of eligibility, different categories of grants, 
criteria and methods of selection, and 
administrative and financial procedures. 


2 Read the section on your discipline in the 
second part of the brochure (pages 7-11), 
and choose the grant which corresponds 
most closely to your needs, taking careful 
note of deadlines in the Grants Calendar 
(page 12). If you are not eligible, see the 
section on Other Canada Council 
Programs, page 13. 


3 Write to the Council for the appropriate 
application form, indicating your arts 
discipline and the type of grant you are 
applying for or the kind of project you wish 
to undertake. With the form you will receive 
instructions about documents needed and 
arrangements for auditioning or showing 
samples of your work, if required.

General Description of the 
Aid to Artists Program 


The program embraces the following five 
categories: Arts Grants “A” (formerly 
Senior Arts Grants), Arts Grants ‘B” 
(formerly Arts Grants), Short-Term Grants, 
Project Cost Grants and Travel Grants. 


Grants are available to individual artists in 
all disciplines and specialties, to help them 
improve their skills and to give them free 
time for creative activity. 


For the purposes of this program, the word 
“artist” means any individual whose 
professional activity is essential to the arts 
and applies therefore not only to creators 
and performers but also to critics and arts 
administrators — to give only two 
examples. 


Eligibility 
An applicant must: 


1 Be a Canadian citizen or a landed 
immigrant. A landed immigrant who has 
not applied for Canadian citizenship is 
entitled to only one grant for which he must 
apply within the first three years after he 
acquires this status. The Council may 
waive this restriction for an artist who, in its 
opinion, has made an exceptional 
contribution to the arts in Canada. 


2 Have finished basic training or have the 
necessary competence to be considered a 
professional artist (doubtful cases will be 
resolved by jury). For specific requirements 
for each discipline, see pages 7-11. 


3 Meet the conditions of the category of grant 
applied for. 


Limitations 


1 Grants are never retroactive and cannot 
apply to work already done. 


2 Two grants cannot be held simultaneously, 
even for totally different projects. 


3 Short-Term Grants, Project Cost Grants, 
Travel Grants. During a 12-month period, 
candidates may apply only once for one or 
the other of these grants. Unsuccessful 
applicants may, however, re-apply for a 
grant other than the one previously 
requested, but normally for a different 
project. 


Successful applicants may request an Arts 
Grant “A” or an Arts Grant “B’, which may 
be taken up before the end of the 12 
months. Applicants may always request a 
Travel Grant if they have not taken 
advantage of the travel allowance attached 
to a previous grant. 


4 Arts Grants “A” and Arts Grants “B”. Only 
one of these two grants may be applied for 
during a 12-month period. Unsuccessful 
applicants may, however, request a 
Short-Term Grant, Project Cost Grant or 
Travel Grant. 


5 University studies or research. Artists who 
wish to obtain a grant for university study 
or research in the arts or humanities would 
normally do so under the Council’s 
program of aid to the humanities and socia 
sciences (See Aid to the Humanities and 
Social Sciences, page 14). If the 
application does not meet the conditions of 
this program, the Humanities and Social 
Sciences Branch and the Arts Division will 
consult jointly to determine its eligibility. 





Arts Grants “A” 
(formerly Senior Arts Grants) 


These grants are provided for senior artists 
— that is, those who have made a 
significant contribution over a number of 


years and are still active in their profession. 


Recipients must devote the major part of 
their time to their program, though they 
may accept grants or remuneration from 
other sources. 


Value 

Grants are worth up to $17,000, which is 
expected to cover living expenses, project 
costs and travel costs necessary to the 
program. 


Length of Tenure 
Four to twelve months. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Renewals 

Except in unusual circumstances, award 
holders must wait one year after the 
expiration of their grant before applying for 
a second grant in this category. 


Arts Grants “B” 
(formerly Arts Grants) 


Artists who have completed basic training 
and are recognized as professionals are 
eligible. As the number of grants available 
is limited, the Council is able to make 
awards only to about one applicant in five. 


Recipients must devote the major part of 
their time to their program, though they 
may accept grants or remuneration from 
other sources. 


Value , 

Grants are worth up to $10,100, which is 
expected to cover living expenses ($750 a 
month maximum) and project costs. 
Candidates may also obtain atravel 


allowance if necessary. a 


Length of Tenure 
From four to twelve months. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if necessary. 


Renewals 

Candidates for renewal must apply in a 
new competition, presenting complete 
documentation of their recent work, 
including that completed under the grant 
already held. Only in unusual 
circumstances will an artist be given more 
than two consecutive grants. 


Other Grants 


The criteria for Short-Term, Project Cost 
and Travel grants are the same as for the 
larger grants, and candidates should 
expect stiff competition. 











Short-Term Grants © 


Short-Term Grants are intended to provide 
living expenses for artists for a maximum 
of three months, not necessarily ' 
consecutive, to enable them to work on a 
specific project. The grants cannot be used 
to complete part of a long-term project for 
which other grants are available. 


Value 

Grants are worth $600 a month, plus travel 
allowance where necessary. If the program 
warrants it, recipients may receive an 
additional project cost allowance, not, 
exceeding $800. This must be justified by a 
detailed budget. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Project Cost Grants 


These grants are intended to cover the 
cost of goods and services necessary to 
the completion of a specific project. They 
may also include a travel allowance but not 
a living allowance for the artist. 


Following are some examples of eligible 
expenses: 


@ purchase of materials for creation of a work 
of art 

@ purchase of tickets to artistic performances, 
if these are essential to the project 

@ mounting of an exhibition 

@ temporary rental of a studio 

e rental of a recital hall for a debut 

@ the cost of individual lessons or 
participation in workshops 

@ typing of manuscripts, collating, music 
reproduction 

@ production of demo-tapes 

@ technical assistance 

@ dubbing of a Canadian film in the other 
Official language 

@ transportation of works of art or musical 
instruments 

@ production of a book as an art form. 


Note: Opening and publicity costs for an 
exhibition are ineligible. 


The candidate must present a complete list 
of materials or services required and 
attach a detailed budget. 


Value 
Up to $2,700. 


Length of Tenure 
Indefinite. 


Travel Grants 


These grants are given to enable artists to 
travel on occasions important to their 
professional career. They cover travel and, 
where required, may include an allowance 
of $20 a day, to a maximum of $100, to 
help defray living expenses. 


Travel grants may, for example, enable: 


@ artists to take an active part in important 
national or international meetings as 
representatives of national organizations at 
the invitation of organizers. (See also 
Grants for International Representation, 
page 13.) 

@ accomplished artists to take advantage of 
occasions to work under eminent 
artist-teachers 

@ performing artists to take part in 
international competitions 

® creative artists to attend a first or major 
performance of one of their works or 
rehearsals for such a performance 

@ artists to receive official international honors 
or awards 

@ artists to attend solo exhibitions of their 
work, or to participate in major exhibitions 
in Canada or abroad. 


| 





Criteria and Methods of Selection 


All grant applications are evaluated 
according to the following criteria: the 
artistic merit and potential of the applicant, 
the significance of his contribution, the 
value of the project, its artistic quality, and 
its relevance to the artist’s work. 


The relative weight accorded these criteria 
may vary, however, depending on the 
artistic discipline or type of grant. 


When applications arrive at the Council 
they are processed by the Arts Awards 
Service, where they are checked for 
eligibility and completeness. When 
necessary, the Awards Service officers may 
get in touch with candidates to point out 
missing documentation or incomplete 
information. 


After this administrative screening by 
Council staff, selection of candidates is 
turned over to outside assessors, usually 
meeting in juries, and chosen from among 
the best professionals in the disciplines and 
activities concerned. The composition of 
the juries changes continuously and lists of 
members are published at the end of the 
year in the Council's annual report. The 
assessors’ work consists essentially of 
studying candidates’ applications, seeing or 
hearing the works submitted in support of 
the applications (in some instances 
attending auditions, film and slide 
showings, etc.), and evaluating the 
requests according to the criteria noted 
above. 


+ 
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Arts Lents “A” and Arts Grants “B” 
Applications are studied by juries of three 
to six members. Those which cross the 
boundaries of a particular artistic discipline 
may be submitted to several juries or to a 
multidisciplinary jury. 

Jury recommendations are reviewed by the 
Council's Advisory Arts Panel, whose 27 
members represent all artistic disciplines 
and are drawn from various regions of 
Canada. 


Recommendations of the Advisory Arts 
Panel are submitted to the Canada 
Council. The Council's decision is final. 


Short-Term, Project Cost and 

Travel Grants 

Depending on the discipline and type of 
grant, selection may be by specialized 
juries or by individual assessors chosen 
from a large network of professionals in the 
arts. Grants are awarded by Council staff, 
under authority delegated to them by the 
Council. 


Administrative and Financial 
Procedures 


1 The Canada Council will pay the travel 


costs and a portion of the accommodation 
expenses of applicants called for auditions. 
For Arts Grants in the visual arts, the 
Council will pay shipping and insurance 
costs for original works submitted to juries. 


2 Arts Grants “A’’ and Arts Grants ‘“B” are 


payable, depending on length of tenure, in 
one, two or three instalments. There is 
usually a delay of three weeks between 
receipt of requests for payment of the grant 
and actual payment. Other grants are 
generally paid in one instalment. 


3 Canada Council grants are considered 


taxable income and the Council issues 
T-4A forms within the prescribed delays. 
Grant recipients should direct questions on 
tax matters to Revenue Canada or, if 
applicable, their provincial revenue 
department. 
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Particulars for Each 
Discipline 


Architecture 


e@ Artists who wish to do research or to write 


reflective or critical works in the fields of 
architecture and urban planning are 
eligible. Applicants must submit outlines of 
previous projects or published works. 


e@ MA or PhD students or researchers in 


architecture are eligible to apply for grants 
described in the brochure Aid to the 
Humanities and Social Sciences. Write to 
the Humanities and Social Sciences Branch 
of the Canada Council. 


Arts Administration 


@ Arts administrators who wish to undertake 


projects to upgrade their skills through 
attendance at specialized seminars, 
workshops, etc. are eligible. If their work is 
related to a specific artistic discipline, their 
applications will be considered under that 
discipline. If the applicant's experience 
cannot be identified with a particular 
discipline (for example, administrators of 
cultural centres), the request will be 
considered by a multidisciplinary arts 
administration jury. 


Training for Arts Administrators 

To help overcome the shortage of 
experienced arts administrators in Canada, 
the Council is making available, as a pilot 
program, three Arts Grants “A” to persons 
who wish to become administrators of arts 
organizations. The grants are restricted to 
those who have worked successfully for 10 
years or more in the performing arts in any 
area other than administration — such as 
stage managers, performers, designers 
and technicians. 


These grants are intended to enable the 
recipients to train in a performing arts 
organization for one year. The organization 
will be chosen by an arts administration 
jury, in consultation with the grant holder. 


The value and conditions of these grants 
are the same as for Arts Grants “A”, 
except that they may be renewed for a 
second year of work, but with another 
organization. 


Applications must be submitted in the 


competition closing April 1. Results will be 
announced in late June. 


Arts Criticism 


e Grants are available to professional arts 


critics who wish to set aside time to pursue 
a personal project, outside their normal 
duties, or to expand their knowledge 
through special studies or travel outside 
their own region. Applications should be 
directed to the artistic discipline concerned. 


Creative Writing 


@ Only writers wishing to work in the field of 


creative writing (fiction, poetry, drama, etc.) 
are eligible. Other Council programs are 
available to persons who wish to write in 
other fields. (For scholarly manuscripts and 
studies, see Aid to the Humanities and 
Social Sciences, page 14; for works in a 
more popular vein, see Explorations 
Program, page 13.) 


@ To be eligible for a grant, a writer should 


have published, with a professional 
publishing house, at least one book of 
creative writing or the equivalent in literary 
periodicals. Playwrights should have had at 
least one play professionally published or 
produced. 





e A grant may not be used to finance the 


publication of a book. Grants to publishing 
houses are provided for this purpose. (See 
Aid to Writing and Publication, page 14.) 


@ Applicants who wish to obtain a grant to 


pursue an MA or MFA degree may apply 
for a grant in the Aid to the Humanities and 
Social Sciences Program. 


@ Applications for Arts Grants “A” and "B” 


and Long-Term Grants (see below) are 
submitted to juries, English or French, for 
review and selection. Applications for other 
grants are assessed individually by outside 
advisors. 


Long-Term Grants for Writers 

These grants offer the possibility of 
three-year support for writers eligible for 
Arts Grants “A”. The conditions are similar, 
except that recipients must be Canadian 
citizens. One grant is offered each year to 
an English-language writer and one toa 
French-language writer. 


Recipients may receive up to $17,000 a 
year with the possiblity of an additional 
travel allowance of up to $2,600 if 
essential to the project. They must agree to 
devote the major part of their time to their 
project but may receive remuneration from 
other sources. An annual interim progress 
report will be required from the writer 
before funding is authorized for the 
following year. 


Recipients of Long-Term Grants for Writers 
will not be eligible for further Council grants 
for three years following the end of the 
three-year program of support. 


Dance 


e All dance professionals — dancers, 


choreographers, notators, critics, teachers, 
administrators, technicians and historians 
— are eligible. Priority is given to those 
involved in classical, modern or- 
experimental dance. 


e Dancers must have completed basic 


training and have reached the stage at 
which they are ready to perform 
professionally. Applications will, however, 
be accepted from those who have 
completed basic training but wish to study 
for one more year before joining a 
professional company. 


@ Teachers must be actively engaged in the 


training of professionals. Dancers who have 
completed their training as dancers and 
wish to teach rather than perform, or 
dancers who have reached the end of their 
professional careers aS dancers, may apply 
for a grant to help them become teachers. 


e@ Choreographers must have finished their 


basic training as dancers. For purposes of 
adjudication, choreographers may perform 
their work before the Council jury, alone or 
in collaboration with a performer; or they 
may request that the jury see their work as 
performed by a professional company or in 
live performance. In either case, they 
should inform the Arts Awards Service well 
in advance. 


@ Choreographers who obtain an Arts Grant 


“A”, Arts Grant “B” or Short-Term Grant for 
a creative project may, regardless of the 
length of time required for the project, 
claim the full amount of the grant and use 
all or part of it to cover expenses such as 
dancers’ salaries, studio rental, etc. 


@ For Arts Grants “A”, a jury makes its 


assessment on the basis of completed 
application forms and supporting material 
(except for choreographers, as noted 


. above). For Arts Grants ‘‘B’, applicants are 


auditioned and/or interviewed by a jury. 
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@ For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel 
Grants, applicants may be required to 
audition. The juries meet five times a year: 
mid-January, mid-April, early July, early 
September and early November. Applicants 
should apply about a month in advance, to 
allow time to organize the auditions. 


e Grants will not be given for training outside 
Canada when training of equivalent quality 
is available in Canada. 


@ Arts Administrators and Critics. See Training 
in Administration, and Criticism, page 14. 


Film 


e@ Examples of types of professional work for 
which grants are made are: training, writing 
scripts for short film subjects, critical 
research in the field of cinema, blowing-up 
of a film, versioning and dubbing in one or 
the other official language, making 
internegatives, etc. 


e Scriptwriters applying for Arts Grants “A” 
should have had works produced by 
professional filmmakers. 


@ Filmmakers applying for other than Arts 
Grants “A” should have directed at least 
one film. 


e Arts Grants “B”’, Short-Term Grants and 
Project Cost Grants are available to 
individuals who wish to attend a film 
school, enter an apprenticeship program or 
take further training. Such candidates 
should provide written proof of their 
acceptance and details of the nature and 
length of the course of studies or training. 
A candidate for a course in a film school 
should have already worked as a 
professional in film. 


e@ For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel 
Grants, juries meet about every eight 
weeks. 


@ For film production costs (rental of 
equipment and space, payment of artists 
and technicians, editing and dubbing costs, 
etc.) see Film Production Grants, page 15. 





e First-time directors. Applicants who are 
directing a film for the first time or who, 
having already made 8 mm or super 8 mm 
films or videotapes, wish to undertake their 
first 16 mm production may apply to the 
Explorations Program. (See page 13.) 


Multidisciplinary Work 
and Performance Art 


e Grants in this area are for artists, arts 
administrators and critics whose work 
crosses disciplinary lines. The bringing 
together of two or more disciplines does 
not necessarily mean that a project will be 
regarded as multidisciplinary. For the 
Canada Council’s purposes, for example, 
musical comedy falls within theatre, and 
opera is identified with music. In doubtful 
cases, Council staff will decide whether a 
project is to be considered multidisciplinary 
or whether it should be slotted into a 
specific discipline. 


@ Candidates must include with their 
application supporting material such as 
videotapes, photographs, slides, 
manuscripts, etc., which demonstrate the 
multidisciplinary nature of the project. 


Music 


e Musicians who have had some professional 
experience and are at least 17 years of 
age are eligible. Musicians who have had 
“classical” training should have finished 
basic music education — that is, at least 
university or conservatory graduation or its 
equivalent. 
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@ Teachers are eligible only if they are e@ Performers must supply a tape of their 


engaged in training professional musicians. work, recorded not more than three months 


e Applicants are selected by juries that vary 


with the category of grant and the specific 
musical art form. In the ‘classical’ music 
category, there are separate juries for 
orchestra conductors, choral conductors, 
singers, instrumentalists, composers, critics 
and administrators; there are also juries for 
other types of music, such as rock, jazz 
and folk. For instrument-makers, the 
Council consults specialists in Canada and, 
if necessary, abroad. 


@ Orchestra and Choral Conductors. For all 


categories of grants, except Travel Grants, 
conductors must audition before a jury. 
There are usually three sets of auditions a 
year, but this may vary with the number of 
applications. 


@ Singers and Instrumentalists. For Arts 


Grants “B”, selection is done in two 
stages. A preselection jury first studies 
applications, listens to candidates’ tape 
recordings and does a preliminary 
screening. Applicants eliminated at this 
stage are informed immediately. Remaining 
candidates are called to audition before a 
second jury, whose choice is final. For 
other grants, applications are submitted to 
juries which meet approximately every 
eight weeks to study applications and listen 
to applicants’ recordings or tapes. 


before the date of application. Tapes 
should be at least 15 minutes long, 3% or 
74 i.p.s. 4 inch, stereo or mono. 
Composers must provide scores and tape 
recordings of two recent works. 


@ Community Musicians Program. See 
Community Musicians, page 15. 


Photography 


@ For all categories of grants, photographers 
must submit at least 20 samples of their 
work, with special emphasis on the last 
three years’ production. For black and 
white photography, prints are required; for 
color, prints or slides. 


e Methods of selection are essentially the 


same as for the Visual Arts, except there is 


no pre-selection stage for Arts Grants “B”. 


e@ For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel 
Grants, juries meet about every eight 
weeks. 


Theatre 


e Grants are open to all professionals in 
theatre and mime: performing artists, 
directors, playwrights, set and costume 
designers, technicians, critics and 
administrators. 


e Artists must have the equivalent of two 
years’ experience with a professional 
company or companies; playwrights must 
have had at least one play published or 
produced professionally. 


e@ Teachers (except voice teachers) are 
eligible only if their program is aimed 
toward their professional development as 
artists. 
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e@ Grants may not be used for projects related 
to the activity of a group or company or for 
the mounting of a production. (See Aid to 
Arts Organizations, page 13, and 
Explorations Program, page 13.) 


e Programs of study are eligible only at the 
advanced level. 


@ All applications are studied either by 
English-language or French-language 
juries. 


e@ For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel 
Grants, juries meet about every eight 
weeks. 


@ Playwrights must submit the complete text 
of a recent work. Set and costume 
designers must present some visual 
documentation of recent productions. 


Video 


e Grants are provided for all forms of creative 
expression, research or experimentation in 
the field of video, including video 
documentaries. Works essentially of a 
pedagogical nature are ineligible. 


e@ Applicants must have to their credit several 
non-commercial video productions, or be 
otherwise recognized as professionals in 
the field. They must submit at least one 
videotape and, if their project differs 


markedly from previous work, a demo-tape. 


e Grants normally serve to finance several 
distinct projects or a collection of activities. 
Individuals or groups wishing to work on a 
single production should apply for a 
production grant. (See Video Production 
Grants, page 15. For a first-time 
production, see Explorations Program, 
page 13.) 


e@ For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel 
Grants, juries meet about every eight 
weeks. 


Visual Arts 


@ All visual arts professionals are eligible: 
artists, critics, teachers, administrators, 
contemporary art curators, etc. 


@ For all categories of grants, artists must 
submit at least 20 slides illustrating their 
work, especially over the last three years, 


@ In the Arts Grants “A” category, sculptors 
may apply for a materials cost grant of up 
to $10,000 to be added to the basic grant 
for extraordinary costs. 


e Adjudication in the Arts Grants ‘‘B” category 
is carried out in two stages because of the 
large number of applications. The jury 
meets first to study applications and 
candidates’ slides and do a preliminary 
screening. Applicants eliminated at this 
stage are notified at once. Remaining 
candidates are invited to submit works (not 
slides) on which the jury will base its final 
decision. 


@ For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel 
Grants, juries meet about every eight 
weeks.

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Programs 


The following list includes only those 
programs specifically directed to the arts, 
or applicable in some cases to artists, 
performing arts companies or other arts 
organizations. (An asterisk indicates that a 
printed folder or brochure is available.) 


General Programs 


e Aid to Arts Organizations. The Council 


provides grants to performing arts 
companies, music groups and other artistic, 
literary or cultural organizations either for 
their general activities or for specific 
projects (particularly the creation, 
production and distribution of Canadian 
works). In general, this assistance is for 
activities at the professional level. Criteria 
and selection methods vary according to 
the art form and nature of the activity. 
Write to the Arts Division, giving all 
pertinent details. 


e@ Touring Office*. The Canada Council 


Touring Office provides numerous services 
to encourage and facilitate the organization 
and coordination of performing arts tours. It 
also promotes the training and professional 
development of tour sponsors and 
organizers, and of artists’ and company 
agents, and provides grants to Canadian 
companies and performing artists that wish 
to tour. The Concerts Canada program of 
the Touring Office is geared specifically to 
young musicians at the beginning of their 
Career and to their impresarios or agents. 
The Office publishes a quarterly Bulletin, a 
Tour Organizers’ Handbook, Sponsors’ 
Handbook for Touring Attractions, and a 
Touring Directory of the Performing Arts in 
Canada. For information: Touring Office. 


e Artists in Residence. This program enables 


artists — painters, sculptors, writers, 
musicians — to work in a particular 
institution, agency or community for their 
mutual cultural benefit. Application must be 
made by the institution or group (university, 
municipality, cultural organization, 
corporation, etc.). The grant normally 
covers only a portion of the artist's salary. 
For information: Arts Division. 


@ Grants for International Representation’. A 


limited number of grants are available for 
international travel of Canadians elected to 
serve as senior officers or board members 
of international nongovernment 
organizations in the arts, humanities or 
social sciences. The program is intended to 
help recipients participate in the 
management of these organizations; it is 
not intended to facilitate participation in 
symposia or congresses whose purpose is 
exchange of information or individual 
professional development. For information: 
Grants for International Representation. 


e Explorations Program’. Explorations 


encourages investigation of new forms of 
cultural expression and participation. 
Projects and studies are intended to help 
introduce a new perspective in 
understanding Canada and develop new 
means of promoting public enjoyment of 
artistic and cultural activities and an 
appreciation of Canada’s heritage. 
Applications are accepted from any person, 
group or organization with a specific 
project. For information: Explorations 
Program. 


e@ Studies in the USSR*. Under the 


Canada-USSR general exchange 
agreement, grants are available annually to 
two young Canadian artists to study music, 
ballet or theatre in the Soviet Union. 
Interested Canadians must apply in the 
Arts Grants ‘‘B” competition closing 
October 15 (ballet and theatre), and 
December 15 (music), using the regular 
application forms. Candidates will be 
judged according to the same standards as 
other applicants in the competition. 
Candidates recommended for these grants 
must acquire an adequate knowledge of 
Russian before departure. For information: 
Cultural Exchanges Section. 





@ Visiting Foreign Artists*. Canadian cultural 
organizations may take advantage of 
Canada’s cultural exchange agreements 
with certain foreign countries to invite 
artists from these countries to teach or 
lecture in Canada. The countries involved 
are: Algeria, Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 
Brazil, Britain, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Federal Republic of Germany, Finland, 
France, Hungary, India, Iran, Italy, Ivory 
Coast, Japan, Kenya, Morocco, Mexico, 
Nigeria, Norway, New Zealand, 
Netherlands, Poland, Romania, Senegal, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Tunisia, Venezuela 
and Yugoslavia.

@ Grants for Foreign Nationals”. The 
Government of Canada, through the 
Canada Council, provides grants to foreign 
nationals in all disciplines who wish to 
study or do research in Canada at the 
post-doctoral level, or the equivalent in the 
arts. These grants are available to 
nationals of the following countries: 
Argentina, Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Federal Republic of 
Germany, Greece, Hungary, Iran, Italy, 
Japan, Luxembourg, Mexico, Netherlands, 
Norway, People’s Republic of China, 
Poland, Portugual, Sweden, Switzerland, 
USSR, Venezuela and Yugoslavia. For 
information: Cultural Exchanges Section. 


@ Aid to the Humanities and Social Sciences” 
This program is of interest to artists who 
wish to study, teach or do research in a 
university. It includes MA scholarships, 
doctoral and leave fellowships, research 
grants and various other forms of 
assistance.

Related Arts-Disicpline Programs 


Creative Writing 


e Aid to Writing and Publication”. To 


encourage writers and to help make them 
better known, the Council supports public 
readings by writers, writers-in-residence in 
universities and other post-secondary 
teaching institutions, and the operations of 
professional writers’ associations. The 
Council also awards literary and translation 
prizes. In the publishing field, the Council 
gives grants to majority Canadian-owned 
publishing houses for publication and 
translation of books and for authors’ 
promotion, supports periodicals and 
national publishers’ associations, and buys 
and donates kits of Canadian books. For 
information: Writing and Publication 
Section. 


Dance 


e Guest Teachers Program. Dance schools 


and organizations some distance away 
from principal Canadian dance centres may . 
receive grants to invite professional 
teachers resident in Canada to give 
classes. Grants cover transportation costs 
of the guest teacher, plus salary up to $50 
a day. For information: Dance Section. 


@ Set and Costume Production. The Council 


provides grants for professional Canadian 
dance companies to commission original 
sets and costumes from Canadian visual 
artists. For information: Dance Section. 


@ Training in Administration. Individuals 


working in a professional dance company in 
an administrative capacity may apply for a 
grant to take a course in arts 
administration or serve an apprenticeship in 
Canada with one or more professional 
performing arts companies. Tenure may be 
spread over a period of one year or more 
so that training will not interfere with the 
recipients’ professional obligations. For 
information: Dance Section. 


@ Criticism. Dance critics for newspapers, 


magazines, radio or television may apply 
for a grant for further training. For 
information: Dance Section. 
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Film 


e Film Production Grants. These grants are 
for independent filmmakers. They may 
cover rental of equipment and space, 
employment of artists and technicians, 
editing and dubbing costs, etc. For 
information: Film Officer, Visual Arts 
Section. 


Music 


e@ Community Musicians Program”. This 
program provides the opportunity for 
musicians to direct, or contribute to, music 
animation projects in communities where 
their services may be needed. For 
information: Music Section. 


@ Choirs. Amateur choirs may receive Council 
assistance to help pay the salary of a 
professional director or the fees of 
professional soloists or accompanists. For 
information: Music Section. 


@ Music Composition. The Council provides 
grants to enable orchestras, other music 
organizations, dance companies and in 
some instances solo performers to 
commission works from Canadian 
composers. For information: Music Section. 


e@ Publication and Promotion of Canadian 
Music’. This program is for majority 
Canadian-owned music publishing houses 
or houses located in Canada. Grants may 
cover up to 60 per cent of publication 
costs. For information: Music Section. 


e@ Recording of Canadian Music. Grants are 


available to majority Canadian-owned 
recording firms, or firms located in Canada, 
for the recording of classical-type Canadian 
music. For information: Music Section. 


Video 


e Video Production Grants*. These grants are 


for independent producers (groups or 
individuals). They may cover rental of 
equipment and space, employment of 
artists and technicians, editing and dubbing 
costs, etc. For information: Video Officer, 
Visual Arts Section. 


Visual Arts 


@ Aid to Art Galleries. The Council provides 


grants to public art galleries both for 
ongoing programs and for special projects, 
such as exhibitions and other artistic 
productions, publication of catalogues, etc. 
For information: Visual Arts Section. 


e Aid to Parallel Galleries. This program is for 


cooperative galleries, founded and 
operated by professional artists and in 
existence for a least one year. Grants may 
cover operating expenses and costs of 
experimental exhibitions and other artistic 
productions. For information: Visual Arts 
Section. 


e@ Art Bank*. The Canada Council Art Bank 


buys the works of contemporary Canadian 
artists and rents them to federal 
government departments and agencies. 
The Bank also lends certain works from its 
collection to public art galleries and assists 
them in acquiring works of art. For 
information: Art Bank. 


@ Visiting Artists. This program, which is of 


interest to communities outside major 
metropolitan areas, enables institutions 
(universities, art galleries, etc.) to invite 
artists from other regions of Canada to 
meet and exchange views with local artists 
and to send local artists to other regions. 
Local institutions normally assume a 
portion of the expenses. For information:

@ Aid to Print Workshops. Workshops that 


place their facilities and equipment at the 
service of local artists and offer 
professional technical assistance may 
request grants for the following expenses: 
operations, equipment, materials and 
salaries.

The program embraces the following five catego- 
ries: Arts Grants “A”, Arts Grants "B”, Short-Term 
Grants, Project Cost Grants and Travel Grants. 
These grants are meant to help individual artists 
in all disciplines and specialties to improve their 
skills and to give them free time for personal cre- 
ative activity. — 

For the purposes of this program, the word 
“artist” means any individual whose professional 
activity is essential to the arts and applies there- 
fore not only to creators and performers but also 
to critics and arts administrators — to give only 
two examples. 


Eligibility 


An applicant must: 


' Be a Canadian citizen or a landed immigrant. A 


landed immigrant who has not applied for Cana- 
dian citizenship is eligible for only one grant, for 
which he must apply within the first three years 
after he acquires landed immigrant status. The 
Council may waive this restriction for exceptional 
artists or for artists who, in its opinion, have made 
an exceptional contribution to the arts in Canada. 
Artists who wish to obtain a waiver must request it 
in writing with their grant application. 


2 Have finished basic training or have the necessary 


competence to be considered a professional artist 
(doubtful cases will be resolved by jury). For spe- 
cific requirements for each discipline, see 

pages 5-10. 


3 Meet the conditions of the category of grant 


applied for. 


Arts Grants “A” 


These grants are provided for senior artists — that 
is, those who have made a significant contribution 
over a number of years and are still active in their 
profession. 

Recipients must devote the major part of their 
time to their program, though they may accept 
grants or remuneration from other sources, sub- 
ject to the limitations described on page 3. 


Value 

The grants are worth up to $17,000, which is ex- 
pected to cover living expenses, project costs and 
travel costs necessary to the program. 


Length of Tenure 
Four to 12 months. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Renewals 

Except in unusual circumstances, award holders 
must wait one year after their grant expires before 
they can hold a second grant in this category. 


Arts Grants “B”’ 


Artists who have completed basic training or are 
recognized as professionals are eligible. As the 
number of grants available is limited, the Council 
is usually able to make awards only to about one 
applicant in five. 

Recipients must devote the major part of their 
time to their program, though they may accept 
grants or remuneration from other sources, sub- 
ject to the limitations described on page 3. 


Value 

The grants are worth up to $10,100, which is ex- 
pected to cover living expenses ($750 a month 
maximum) and project costs. Candidates may 
also obtain a travel allowance if necessary. 


Length of Tenure 
Four to 12 months. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Renewals 


Candidates for renewal Ae apply in a new com-. 7 


petition, presenting complete documentation of 
their recent work, including that completed under 
the grant already held. Only in unusual circum- 
stances will an artist be given more than eae: con- 
secutive grants. 


Other Grants 


The criteria for Short-Term, Project Cost ad 
Travel Grants are the same as for the larger 
grants, and candidates should expect stiff 
competition. 


Short-Term Grants 


Short-Term Grants are intended to provide living 
expenses for artists for a maximum of three 
months, not necessarily consecutive, to enable 
them to work on a specific project. The grants 
cannot be used to complete part of a long-term 
project for which other grants are available. 


Value 
The grants are worth $600 a month, plus travel 
allowance where necessary. If the program war- 


rants it, recipients may receive an additional pro- ~ 


ject cost allowance, not exceeding $800. This 
must be justified by a detailed budget. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada, or elsewhere if required. 


Project Cost Grants 


These grants are intended to cover the cost of 
goods and services necessary to the completion 
of a specific project. They may also include a 
travel allowance but not a living allowance for the 
artist.

Value 
Up to $2,700. 

Visual artists, photographers, theatre de- 
signers (sets, costumes, lights, etc.), filmmakers 
and video artists may receive up to $4,000 for 
extraordinary costs. 


Length of Tenure 
Indefinite. 


Travel Grants 


These grants are given to enable artists to travel 
on occasions important to their professional ca- 
reer. They cover travel and, where required, may 
include an allowance of $20 a day, to a maximum 
of $100, to help defray living expenses. 


Travel grants may, for example, enable artists: 
to take an active part in important national or in- 
ternational meetings (such as chairing a panel or 
delivering a paper), on the invitation of the 
organizers 

to take advantage of occasions to work under 
eminent artist-teachers 

to take part in international competitions 

to attend a first or major performance of one of 
their works 


—_ 


ipate in major exhibitions in Ganada or abroad. 


Grants for International Representation 
A limited number of grants are available for inter- 
national travel of Canadians elected to serve as 
senior officers or board members of international 
nongovernment organizations in the arts. The pro- 
gram is intended to help recipients participate in 
the management of these organizations; it is not 
intended to facilitate participation in symposia or 
congresses whose purpose is exchange of infor- 
mation or individual professional development. 
The deadline for applications is January 1, 
1980, with results announced in early March 1980. 
Urgent requests may be submitted at any time. 


Limitations 


Grants are never retroactive and cannot apply to 
work already done. 


2 Two grants cannot be held simultaneously, even 


for totally different projects. 


3 Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants 


During a 12-month period, candidates may apply 
only once for any one of these grants. Unsuccess- 
ful applicants may, however, apply for a grant 
other than the one previously requested, but nor- 
mally for a different project. 

Successful applicants may request an Arts 
Grant “A” or an Arts Grant “B’, which may be 
taken up before the end of the 12 months. Grant 
holders may request a Travel Grant at any time, if 
they have not taken advantage of the travel allow- 
ance attached to their grant. 


4 Arts Grants “A” and Arts Grants “B” 


Only one of these two grants may be applied for 
during a 12-month period. Unsuccessful applicants 
may, however, request a Short-Term Grant, Pro- 
ject Cost Grant or Travel Grant, but normally for a 
different project. 


5 Funds from other sources 


In general, the Council does not apply a means 
test for grants to individuals. However, sabbatical 
salaries are taken into account, as may be other 
grants. 


Sabbatical Salary 

Applicants for Arts Grants “A” and “B” who are 
drawing a salary while on sabbatical leave from 
an institution may apply for a grant equal to the 
difference between the sabbatical salary and the 
maximum allowable under the grants ($17,000 in 
the case of Arts Grants “A”, and $10,100 in the 
case of Arts Grants “B”). If the sabbatical salary 
exceeds these maximums, they may still apply for 
a Project Cost Grant or Travel Grant. 


Other Grants 

Applicants are asked to declare grants requested 
and/or received for their project from other fund- 
ing bodies; such grants may be taken into account 
by the Council when allocating funds. 


University Studies and Research 

The Canada Council accepts applications for fund- 
ing of MA and MFA studies from artists who meet 
its requirements of professional status and whose 
interests are in the creative or performing arts 
rather than in scholarship. Candidates in creative 
writing, however, are not eligible. 

Persons who wish to obtain a grant for doc- 
toral studies or academic research in the arts 
should apply to the Social Sciences and Humani- 
ties Research Council, P.O. Box 1610, Ottawa, 
Ontario, KiP 6G4. It supports advanced research 
and studies in the philosophy and history of the 
visual arts, theatre, dance and music, as well as 
biographical studies of artists and certain types of 
critical analysis of their work. In doubtful cases, 
officers of the SSHRC and the Canada Council 
consult together to determine if a project is pri- 
marily academic or artistic. 


7 Employees of Government Departments 


and Agencies . - Bs 
Artists employed full time by government are not 
eligible for grants unless they can clearly show 
that their project has no direct relationship to their 
present duties. 


Criteria 


All grant applications are evaluated according to 
the following criteria: the artistic merit and poten- 
tial of the applicant, the significance of his contri- 
bution, the value of the project, its artistic quality, 
and its relevance to the artist's work. 

The relative weight accorded these criteria 
may vary, however, depending on the artistic dis- 
cipline or type of grant. 

Because funds are limited, grants are compet- . 
itive. The Council may therefore not be able to 
provide assistance at any given time to all artists 
who meet the above criteria. 


Methods of Selection 
When applications arrive at the Council they are 


‘processed by the Arts Awards Service, where they 


are checked for eligibility and completeness. 
When necessary, the Awards Service officers get 
in touch with candidates to point out missing doc- 
umentation or incomplete information. ; 

After this administrative screening by Council 
staff, selection of candidates is turned over to out- 
side assessors, usually meeting in juries and cho- 
sen from among the best professionals in the dis- 
ciplines and activities concerned. Assessors and 
jurors are chosen from a list approved by the 
Council's Advisory Arts Panel, whose 27 members 
represent all artistic disciplines and the different 
regions of Canada. The composition of the juries 
changes continuously, and lists of members are 
published at the end of the year in the Council's 
annual report. 

The assessors’ work’ consists essentially of 
studying candidates’ applications, seeing or hear- 
ing the works submitted in support of the applica- 
tions (in some instances attending auditions, film 
and slide showings, etc.) and evaluating the re- 
quests according to the criteria noted above. 
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Arts Grants “A” and Arts Grants “B” 
Applications are studied by juries of three to six 
members. Those which cross the boundaries of a 
particular artistic discipline may be submitted to 
several juries or to a multidisciplinary jury. Jury 
recommendations are reviewed by the Council's 
Advisory Arts Panel. Grants are awarded on the 
basis of this assessment process. 


Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants 
Depending on the discipline and the type of grant, 
applications are adjudicated by specialized juries 
or by individual assessors chosen from a large 
network of professionals in the arts. Grants are 
awarded on the basis of this assessment process. 


Administrative and Financial Procedures 


The Canada Council pays the travel costs and a 
portion of the accommodation expenses of appli- 
cants called for auditions. When original works are 
required, the Council normally covers the costs of 
shipping and insurance. Instructions are sent to 
applicants. 

The Council, while taking all reasonable care, 
cannot be held responsible for loss or damage of 
supporting materials submitted. 


2 Arts Grants “A” and Arts Grants “B” are payable, 


depending on length of tenure, in one, two or three 
instalments. There is usually a delay of three 
weeks between receipt of requests for payment of 
the grant and actual payment. Other grants are 
generally paid in one instalment. 


3 Canada Council grants are considered taxable in- 


come, and the Council issues T-4A forms within 
the prescribed delays. Grant recipients should di- 
rect questions on tax matters to Revenue Canada 
or, if applicable, their provincial revenue 
department. 





Architecture 


Artists who wish to do research or to write reflec- 
tive or critical works in the fields of architecture 
and urban planning are eligible. Applicants must 
submit outlines of previous projects or published 
works. 


Arts Administration 


Arts administrators who wish to undertake projects 
to upgrade their skills through attendance at spe- 
cialized seminars, workshops, etc. are eligible. If 
their work is related to a specific artistic discipline, 
their applications will be considered under that 
discipline. If the applicant's experience cannot be 
identified with a particular discipline (for example, 
administrators of cultural centres), the request will 
be considered by a multidisciplinary arts adminis- 
tration jury. 


Training of Administrators for the 

Performing Arts 

To help overcome the shortage of experienced 
administrators in the performing arts in Canada, 
the Council is making available, as a pilot pro- 
gram, three Arts Grants to persons who wish to 
become administrators. The grants are restricted 
to those who have worked successfully for 10 
years or more in the performing arts in any area 
other than administration — such as stage manag- 
ers, performers, designers and technicians. 

These grants are intended to enable the recipi- 
ents to train in a performing arts organization for 
one year. The organization is chosen by an arts 
administration jury, in consultation with the grant 
holder. 

The value of the grants is based on the salary 
scale of the organization to which the candidate is 
to be apprenticed, to a maximum of $17,000. The 
grants may be renewed for a second year of work, 
but normally with another organization. 

Applications must be submitted in a competi- 
tion closing April 1, 1979. 

Results will be announced in mid-May 1979. 


Arts Criticism 


Grants are available to professional arts critics 
who wish to set aside time to pursue a personal 
project outside their normal duties or to expand 
their knowledge through special studies or travel 
outside their own region. Applications should be 
directed to the artistic discipline concerned. 


Creative Writing 


Only writers working in the field of creative writing 
(fiction, poetry and drama) are eligible. Other 
grants are available from the Council's Explora- 
tions Program, for works of non-fiction aimed at 
the general public, and from the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council, for scholarly 
manuscripts and studies. 


To be eligible for a grant, a writer should have 
published, with a professional publishing house, at 
least one book of fiction, poetry or drama or the 
equivalent in literary periodicals. Playwrights 
should have had at least one play professionally 
published or produced. 


Writers must submit at least 20 typed pages of 
their most recent work. Playwrights must submit 
the complete text of a recent work. 


A grant may not be used to finance the publication 
of a book. Grants to publishing houses are pro- 
vided for this purpose. 


Creative writers cannot obtain grants to pursue an 
MA or MFA degree. 


Applications for Arts Grants “A” and “B” and 
Long-Term Grants (see below) are submitted to 
juries, English or French, for review and selection. 
Applications for other grants are assessed individ- 
ually by outside advisors (see Grants Calendar, 
page 11). 


_ Long-Term Grants for Writers 


These grants offer the possibility of thiessyeeais 
support for writers and playwrights eligible for Arts 
Grants “A”. The conditions are similar, except that 
recipients must be Canadian citizens. One grant is 
offered each year to an English-language writes: 
and one to a French-language writer. 

Recipients may receive up to $17,000 a year 
with the possibility of an additional travel allow-. 
ance of up to $2,600, if essential to the project. 
They must agree to devote the major part of their — 
time to their project but may receive remuneration 
from other sources. An annual interim progress 
report is required from the writer before ey is 
authorized for the following year. , 

Recipients of Long-Term Grants for Writers are 
not eligible for further Council grants for three | 
years following the end of the three-year period of 
support. 


For information on other Council programs in writ- 
ing and publishing, contact the Writing and Publi- 
cation Section. 


Dance 


All dance professionals — dancers, choreogra- 
phers, notators, critics, teachers, administrators, ‘ 
technicians and historians — are eligible. Priority is 
given to those involved in classical, modern or 
experimental dance. 


Dancers must have completed basic training and 
have reached the stage at which they are ready to 
perform professionally. Applications will, however, 
be accepted from those who have completed ba- 
sic training but wish to study for one more year 
before joining a professional company. 


Dance professionals cannot obtain grants for train- 
ing outside Canada if training of equivalent quality 
is available in Canada. 


Teachers are eligible if they are working with pro- 
fessionals or teaching in institutions recognized by 
the Council as offering professional training. Danc- 
ers who have completed their training as dancers 
and wish to teach rather than perform or dancers 
who have reached the end of their professional 
careers as dancers may apply for a grant to help 
them become teachers. 
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- Choreographers must have finished their basic 


training as dancers and have had five pieces of 


__ their own choreography performed in public. For 


purposes of adjudication, choreographers must 
present a duo or solo of their own choreography 
before a jury and supply three letters of appraisal 
of their work as choreographers from dance pro- 


fessionals. Grants are not given to choreographers 


to create commissioned works. 


Choreographers who obtain an Arts Grant “A”, 


_ Arts Grant “B” or Short-Term Grant for a creative 


project may, regardless of the length of time re- 
quired for the project, claim the full amount of the 
grant and use all or part of it to cover expenses 
such as dancers’ salaries, studio rental or other 
costs essential to the creation of the choreogra- 


< phy. Costs of mounting the finished choreography 


are not eligible. 
| 


For Arts Grants A’, a jury makes its assessment 
on the basis of completed application forms and 
supporting material. For Arts Grants "B”, appli- 
cants are auditioned and/or interviewed by a jury. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 


applicants are normally required to audition before 


juries which meet four times a year (See Grants 
_ Calendar, page 11). 


For information on other Council programs in 
dance, contact the Dance Section. 


Film 

Training 

Arts Grants “‘B’, Short-Term Grants and Project 

Cost Grants are available to persons who wish to 
_ attend a film school, enter an apprenticeship pro- 

gram or receive further training. Candidates must 

have professional experience related to their cho- 

sen field. Filmmakers should have directed at 

least one film. 

Applicants must provide proof of their accept- 
ance and details of the nature and length of the 





proposed studies or training. Candidates applying 
to apprentice with a film artist must obtain a 
waiver from the union involved, if applicable. 


Scriptwriting ; 
Scriptwriters applying for Arts Grants “A” should 
have had works produced by professional film- 
makers. Scriptwriters applying for Arts Grants "B” 
must have written at least one script. 

For feature film scripts, priority is given to pro- 
jects of an innovative or experimental nature, 
which would not likely be funded by other sources. 


Critical Writing 

Candidates who wish to write on film subjects 
must supply a letter of interest from a potential 
publisher. 


Blow-ups and Versioning 

Grants are available for blow-ups and the version- 
ing of short films into one or the other official lan- 
guage, when required for screening at recognized 
film festivals or for specialized noncommercial 
distribution. 


Travel 

Film Festivals 

film directors who have a short film in final selec- 
tion in a recognized competitive festival; free- 
lance critics covering the Cannes Film Festival 
only (journalists with full-time employment are not 
eligible). 


Retrospectives 

film artists whose works are presented in a retro- 
spective and whose participation is officially 
requested. 


Craft Awards 
cinematographers, screenwriters and other techni- 
cians receiving craft awards for short films. 


Other Recognized Events 
artists officially invited to participate. 


Proof of invitation must be submitted in all cases. 
The jury reserves the right to assess the impor- 
tance of the event and the relevance of the candi- 
date’s participation. 


Production Grants 

Filmmakers can apply to the Council's Film Office 
for grants to cover costs of a single production, 
such as equipment rental, film stock, remuneration 
of artists and technicians, editing and post- 
production costs. 

First-time directors are not eligible for Produc- 
tion Grants. However, applicants who are directing 
a film for the first time or who, having already 
made 8 mm or super 8 mm films or videotapes, 
wish to undertake their first 16 mm production 
may apply to the Explorations Program. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 
juries meet four times a year (See Grants Calen- 
dar, page 11). 


Memoirs 


The Council assists a limited number of artists 
who have made a substantial contribution over a 
number of years to write personal memoirs. The 
grants are worth up to $10,000. Applicants are 
asked to submit a letter of interest from a pub- 
lisher. Requests may be made at any time. 


Multidisciplinary Work and- 
Performance Art 


Grants in this area are for artists, arts administra- 
tors and critics whose work crosses disciplinary 
lines. The bringing together of two or more disci- 
plines does not necessarily mean that a project 
will be regarded as multidisciplinary. For the 
Canada Council's purposes, for example, musical 
comedy falls within theatre, and opera is identified 
with music. In doubtful cases, Council staff will 
decide whether a project is to be considered mul- 
tidisciplinary or whether it should be slotted into a 
specific discipline. 


Candidates must include with their application 
supporting material such as videotapes, photo- 
graphs, slides, manuscripts, etc., which demon- 
strate the multidisciplinary nature of the project. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 
juries meet four times a year (see Grants Calen- 
dar, page 11). 


Music 


Grants are available to professionals in music for | 
a wide variety of purposes — from upgrading of 
skills through attendance at teaching institutions or 
work with private teachers, to free time for cre- 
ative work. 


Eligibility 

The minimum eligibility requirements are as 
follows: “ 
Performers in classical music must be at least 17 
years of age, have finished basic music training 
(university graduation or its equivalent) and be 
ready to undertake advanced studies or begin 
their professional career. 

Choir and orchestra conductors must have 
completed basic music training and accomplished 
work outside their institution of learning. 

Instrument-makers must have a substantial 
body of work to their credit. 

Opera stage directors must have completed 
basic training in music or theatre and have some 
professional experience. 

Composers must have finished basic music 
training and had some of their works publicly 
performed. 

Musicians in jazz, rock, folk, etc. must have 
some professional experience. 

Teachers are eligible only if their program is 
aimed toward their professional development as 
artists. Exception is made for voice teachers who 
wish to upgrade their teaching skills, provided they 
are engaged in training professionals. 


Adjudication 

Applications are adjudicated by juries which vary 
with the category of grant and the specific musical 
form. (See Grants Calendar, page 11, for dates of: 
competitions and jury meetings.) 

Applicants must present supportive material 
(e.g., scores and recordings of two recent works 
for composers, an instrument for instrument- 
makers). Performers (including those seeking a 
renewal of an Arts Grant “B’’) must supply a tape 
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of their work, recorded not more than three 
months before the date of application. Tapes 
should be at least 20 minutes long, 3 3/4 or 
7 1/2 ips 1/4 inch, stereo or mono. 

Singers and Instrumentalists — For Arts 
Grants “B”, selection is done in two stages. A pre- 
selection jury first studies applications, listens to 
candidates’ tape recordings and does a prelimi- 
nary screening. Applicants who are not retained at 
this stage are informed immediately. Remaining 
candidates are called to audition before the jury, 
whose recommendations are final. A rigorous pro- 
gram of works chosen by the Council must be pre- 
pared for the audition. 

Orchestra and Choir Conductors — For all cat- 
egories of grants, conductors must audition before 
a jury. 


Auditions and International Competitions 
Musicians who are at a relatively early stage of 
their career and have not had time to establish a 
professional reputation may apply for grants to 
audition for engagements or posts. 

Travel Grants for international competitions 
are restricted to candidates who have already 
been finalists in a recognized competition. 


Studies in Institutions 

Arts Grants "B” for studies in institutions are nor- 
mally made for nine months only. Unsuccessful 
candidates for these grants cannot apply in the 
same year for a Project Cost Grant to defray tui- 
tion fees for the same project. 


For information on other music programs, contact 
the Music Section. 


Photography 


For all categories of grants, photographers must 
submit at least 20 samples of their work, with 
special emphasis on the past three years. For 
black and white photography, prints are required; 
for color, prints or slides. 


\ 





Methods of selection are essentially the same as 
for the Visual Arts, but there is no pre-selection 
stage for Arts Grants “B”’. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 
juries meet four times a year (see Grants Calen- 
dar, page 11). 


Theatre 


Grants are open to all professionals in theatre and 
mime: performing artists, directors, playwrights, 
set and costume designers, technicians, critics 
and administrators. 


Artists must have the equivalent of two years’ 
experience with a professional company or com- 
panies; playwrights must have had at least one 
play published or produced professionally. 


Teachers are eligible if they are working with pro- 
fessionals or teaching in institutions recognized by 
the Council as offering professional training. 


Grants may not be used for projects related to the 
activity of a group or company or for the mounting 
of a production. For information on Council assist- 
ance to theatre companies and groups, contact 
the Theatre Section. 


Grants are made to playwrights only for noncom- 
missioned original works. Rewrites of unproduced 
works fall within this category. 


Programs of study are eligible only at the ad- 
vanced level. 


All applications are studied by either English- 
language or French-language juries. 


Playwrights must submit the complete text of a 
recent work. Set and costume designers must pre- 
sent some visual documentation of recent 
productions. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 
juries meet four times a year (see Grants Calen- 
dar, page 11). 


Video 


Individual video artists who wish to pursue profes- 
sional activity other than a specific production are 
eligible for grants. Applicants must have several 
noncommercial video productions to their credit or 
be otherwise recognized as professionals in the 
field. They must submit at least one videotape 
and, if their project differs markedly from previous 
work, a demo-tape. 


Examples of-eligible activities include: 
Short-Term Grants 

research and experimentation, attending or giving 
workshops, arranging shows or installations. 


Project Cost Grants 

studio or equipment rental, purchase of tapes and 
special hardware, dubbing costs, shipping and 
technical assistance. 


Arts Grants “B” 

continuous professional work in small-format video 
or a series of high quality projects, upgrading of 
skills through studies. 


Arts Grants “A” and Travel Grants 
as given in the general description of these 
grants. 


Projects of an essentially pedagogical nature are 
not eligible. 


Individuals or groups who wish to work on a single 
production should apply to the Council’s Video Of- 
fice for a production grant. First-time producers of 
a video work are not eligible for a production 
grant, but they may apply to the Explorations 
Program. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 
juries meet four times a year (See Grants Calen- 
Oar, page 11). 


Visual Arts 


All visual arts professionals are eligible: artists, 
critics, administrators, contemporary art curators, 
etc.

In the Arts Grants “A” category, sculptors may

Adjudication in the Arts Grants "B” category is 
carried out in two stages because of the large 
number of applications. The jury meets first to 
study applications and candidates’ slides and do a 
preliminary screening. Applicants eliminated at this 
stage are notified at once. Remaining candidates 
are invited to submit works (not slides) on which 
the jury bases its final decision. 


For Short-Term, Project Cost and Travel Grants, 
juries meet five times a year (see Grants Calen- 
dar, page 11). :

Foreword 


The Canada Council is an organization which was 
created by Parliament in 1957 to promote the arts in 
Canada. Its funds come from an annual Parliamen- 
tary appropriation, which is supplemented by 
revenues from an endowment fund and private 
bequests. With these funds, the Council provides 
financial assistance and services to both individuals 
and arts organizations in the performing arts, 
writing and publishing, the visual and media arts, 
and architecture. 

The purpose of this brochure is to describe the 
various forms and amounts of assistance offered 
to individual artists by the Arts Awards Service of 
the Canada Council. The brochure also explains 
the procedure for applving for a grant. Information 
about who is eligible, the projected program of 
work, and supporting material necessary for appli- 
cation is given for each discipline in which the 
artist may apply. The brochure also contains an 
explanation of the Canada Council adjudication 
system, a deadline calendar for all grants, and 
a brief survey of other Council programs. 

Arts Awards Service grants are designed to give 
artists the free time necessary for personal creative 
activity and to help them improve their skills. Pro- 
fessional artists in all disciplines may apply for 
these grants.

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The Canada Council Adjudication System 





The jury system is at the heart of the Canada Coun- 
cil’s decisions as to who receive individual grants 
and who, unfortunately, do not. The juries are 
charged with the task of deciding which of the 
more than 4,500 individual applicants who apply 
for Council funding each vear are most deserving of 
assistance. The Council is dedicated to the princi- 
ple that it will accept grant applications from pro- 
fessionals in the arts in all disciplines and that 
these requests will be judged by a jury of the 
applicant's peers. 

Who are an artist's peers? The Canada Council 
considers only recognized professionals in a re- 
levant discipline or activity to be qualified jury 
members. Thus, a dancer will be adjudicated by 
other dancers, choreographers, and artistic direc- 
tors; visual artists will be judged by other painters, 
sculptors, curators, etc. Within an artistic disci- 
pline, this breakdown may be even more specific. 
For instance, in music, instrumentalists are judged 
by their fellow instrumentalists and eminent music 
teachers; composers by other composers; and in- 
strument-makers by other instrument-makers and 
musicians. Judgment by an artist's peers is an 
attempt to make the decision-making process 
reasoned and equitable. 

However, there are other considerations. An 
attempt also is made to have the various regions 
and languages of Canada represented on juries, as 
well as to have a fair representation of women and 
men. For example, if a number of applicants come 
from the Maritimes, it is imperative to have a jury 
member from the Maritimes who can understand, 
interpret, and make recommendations on the work 
presented. A jury in visual arts adjudicates all ap- 
plications, regardless of language; however, where 
precision of language is of paramount importance, 
as in writing, a jury ‘of English-language specialists 
judges English applications and a jury of French- 
language specialists judges applications written 
in French. 

Although the Arts Awards Service of the Canada 
Council holds over 90 juries per year in all disci- 
plines, and each jury consists of from three to six 
members, Council staff attempts to ensure that an 
artist is not on a jury more than once each year. 

How does the Canada Council choose its 
juries? Keeping the above criteria in mind, Council 
staff choose potential jury members from a list of 
assessors, composed of approximately 1,700 Cana- 
dian artists, critics and administrators in all disci- 
plines. Suggestions for additions to the list may be 
made by artists, Council staff, Members of the 
Canada Council or the general public. These names 
are reviewed and approved by the Council's Disci- 
plinary Advisory Committees, which are made 
up of prominent Canadian artists who advise the 
Council on artistic policies, approve potential 
assessors and jurists, and review jury decisions. 
The list of assessors is revised by Council staff. 


Let us consider a typical, but hypothetical, En- 
glish-language theatre jury. To fulfil all the criteria 
of professionalism and representation, it is com- 
posed of the following persons: a playwright from 
Vancouver, a production manager from Winnipeg, a 
director trom Toronto, a stage designer trom Strat- 
ford, and an artistic director from Halifax. This jury 
is asked to assess 40 requests for Project and Travel 
Grants from fellow theatre professionals. Before the 
jury meets face-to-face, its members have read all 
the dossiers, curriculum vitae, documents, and 
scripts submitted as supporting material. 

Then the jury meets to discuss, analyze, and 
decide on the best applicants. The Council officer 
presiding at this meeting remains neutral and does 
not participate in the voting. 

At the end of the meeting, the jury decides that 
there are 17 deserving candidates. Unfortunately, 
the budget will allow for only 10 grants. The jury 
must then make even harder choices. In some 
cases, as in Arts Grants “A" and “B" competitions, it 
is possible that some candidates may be listed as 
alternates; that is, they may receive funds if awards 
are declined by others. In this hypothetical com- 
petition, it is impossible to name alternates, and 
seven names must be stricken from this jury's list 
of successful candidates. Thus, our hypothetical 
jury recommends a list of 10 persons to be offered 
grants. 

It is a fact of life, and a frequent complaint of 
jurors, that the Council's budget is inadequate and 
that, as a consequence, many fine candidates must 
be rejected. We can afford to fund only one out of 
every four or five applicants for Canada Council 
grants. This does not mean that those whose re- 
quests are declined are bad artists — each jury 
must agonize over those artists who are very good, 
but to whom it is impossible to offer a grant. Our 
hypothetical theatre jury did reject 30 applicants, 
but in the hope that they would continue their 
work and that, if any of the rejected artists felt 
aggrieved, they could re-apply in the next year 
and be adjudicated by a different jury. 

In view of the large number of grant applica- 
tions that must be assessed each year, we believe 
that the system described above — adjudication 
by an independent jury composed of the artists’ 
peers — is the best way of making the difficult 
choices involved in awarding Canada Council 
grants.

Methods of Selection 


When applications arrive at the Council, they are 
checked for eligibility and completeness. Applica- 
tions are accepted only from professional artists: 
that is, those who have completed basic training or 
have the necessary competence to be considered 





as professionals within their discipline. The speci- 
fications for each discipline are described in this 
brochure. Once eligibility has been determined, a 
dossier is checked for missing documentation or 
incomplete information. An applicant may be con- 
tacted at this stage to supply further details. 

After this administrative screening by Council 
staff, applications are referred to juries of from 
three to six members or to individual assessors 
(see The Canada Council Adjudication System). 

All grant applications are evaluated according 
to the following criteria: the artistic background 
and potential of the applicant, the contribution the 
applicant has made to the art form, the merit of the 
project including its artistic quality, and the rele- 
vance of the project to the applicant's work. The 
relative weight accorded to these criteria may vary, 
depending on the artistic discipline or tvpe 
of grant. 

The assessors’ and jurors’ work essentially con- 
sists of studying applications, seeing or hearing 
works submitted in support of applications (in 
some instances attending auditions, film and slide 
showings, etc.) and evaluating the requests accord- 
ing to the criteria listed above. 

All applications for grants are studied by juries 
or, in some Cases, individual assessors. The criteria 
for Project and Travel Grants are the same as for 
the larger grants and applicants should expect stiff 
competition. An application for any type of grant 
that crosses the boundaries of a particular artistic 
discipline may, at the discretion of the Council, be 
submitted to several juries or to a multidisciplinary 
jury. 

Grants are awarded according to recommenda- 
tions of juries or assessors and are reported to the 
Council. In the case of “A” and “B" grants, the juries’ 
decisions are reviewed by one of the Council's 
Advisory Committees before the grants are paid. 
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General Limitations 





® Applicants for all grants must be Canadian citizens, 


or landed immigrants who have lived in Canada for 
five years as landed immigrants. 


® Two Canada Council grants cannot be held simul- 


taneously, even for totally different projects. 


® Grants are never retroactive and cannot be applied 


to work already done on a project. 


Funds from Other Sources 

The Council is willing to share the funding of an 
artist's project with other private or public donors / 
sources but will not fund a project which already is 
fully sponsored. Applicants, therefore, are required 
to declare what funding they are requesting (and 
receive) from sources such as other levels of gov- 
ernment, foundations, private sponsors and 

their emplover. 

Artists who are employed full-time may not 
request a subsistence allowance unless they will 
be on leave of absence without pay during the 
tenure of the grant. 


Sabbatical Salary 

Applicants for Arts Grants “A,” “B,” or Project Grants 
who are drawing a salary while on sabbatical leave 
from an institution may request an amount equal 
to the difference between their sabbatical salary 
and the maximum value of the monthly subsis- 
tence allowance of the grant for which they are 
eligible ($1,500 in the case of Arts Grants*A,” and 
$1,000 in the case of Arts Grants “B” and Project 
Grants). Artists whose sabbatical salary exceeds 
these maximums are ineligible to apply for subsis- 
tence in the Arts Grants “A,” “B,” and Project Grants 
categories. They may, however, request an Arts 
Grants “A” or “B” or a Project Grant to cover the cost 
of materials, or they may request a Travel Grant. If 
artists work in the visual arts, video or performance 
art, they may apply for an extra allowance for 
materials costs in the regular Arts Grants “A” 
competitions. 


University Studies and Research 

The Council funds some postgraduate work (see 
Postgraduate Work in Selected Disciplines and read 
the specifications of your discipline since regula- 
tions vary accordingly). 

The Council does not fund postgraduate work 
primarily concerned with academic research. 
Grants for this purpose may be applied for through 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council of Canada, P.O. Box 1610, Ottawa, Ontario, 
K1P 6G4. 


Employees of Government Departments and 
Agencies 

Artists employed full-time by any government 
department or agency are not eligible for grants 
unless they can clearly show that their project 
has no direct relationship to their duties. 
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Administrative and Financial Information 





® Arts Grants “A” and Arts Grants “B” are payable, 
depending on length of tenure, in one, two or 
three instalments. Other grants are generally paid 
in one instalment. 


® Canada Council grants are considered taxable 
income, and the Council issues T-4A forms within 
the prescribed time period. Grant recipients 
should direct questions on tax matters to Revenue 
Canada or, if applicable, to their provincial revenue 
department. 


® The Canada Council pays the travel costs and a 
portion of the accommodation expenses of appli- 
cants called for auditions. When the Council 
requires original works in order to assess an 
application, instructions are sent to applicants. 


® The Council is not responsible for loss or dam- 
age, however caused, of materials submitted in 
support of an application.

Arts Grants “A” are intended to provide free time for 
personal creative activity for artists who have made 
a nationally or internationally recognized contribu- 
tion to their discipline over a number of years and 
are still active in their profession. Applicants must 
arrange to devote the major part of their time to 
their program. 





Value 

The grants are worth up to $20,000, to cover living 
expenses ($1,500 a month maximum) and/or pro- 
ject costs; artists in visual arts, video, and perfor- 
mance art may request up to $28,000 if they expect 
to incur extra materials costs. Applicants may re- 
quest the major portion of their grant either for liv- 
ing expenses or for project costs, depending on 
their needs. An itemized budget must be submitted 
for all project costs. An allowance for travel neces- 
sary for one's program may be accorded, in addi- 
tion to the amount of the grant, at Apex (trans- 
oceanic) or North American excursion rates.

The 
grants offer a living allowance in order to free the 
artist from having to pursue other full-time employ- 
ment. Therefore, applicants must arrange to devote 
the major part of their time to their program. 





Value 

The grants are worth up to $14,000 and may cover 
living expenses ($1,000 a month maximum) and/or 
project costs. Applicants may request the major 
portion of their grant either for living expenses or 


for project costs, depending on their needs. An 
itemized budget must be submitted for all project 
costs. 

An allowance for travel necessary for one’s 
program may be accorded, in addition to the 
amount of the grant, at Apex (transoceanic) or 
North American excursion rates. The travel allow- 
ance must be requested at the time of application.

Grants in this category are intended to assist 
authors to write a new work. Non-fiction writing 
grants cover living expenses, project costs, and 
travel costs for a program of up to 12 months. Pro- 
jects eligible in this category include biographies, 
essays and criticism. 


Value 

The grants are worth up to $15,000, and may cover 
living expenses ($1,000 a month maximum), project 
costs, and travel costs as needed. Requests for pro- 
ject costs and for travel allowances must be sup- 
ported with a detailed budget. The travel allowance 
normally is accorded at Apex (transoceanic) or 
North American excursion rates.

Project Grants are intended to help defray living 
expenses, project costs, and travel costs so that 
artists may pursue their creative work or work on a 
specific project. A living allowance will be paid only 
to applicants who arrange to devote the major part 
of their time to their program. 


Value 
The grants are worth up to $4,000 and may be used 
for living expenses ($1,000 a month maximum) and/ 
or project costs. Applicants may request the major 
portion of the grant either for living expenses or 
for project costs, depending on their needs. An 
itemized budget must be submitted for all project 
costs. Project costs are intended to cover the costs 
of goods and services necessary for the completion 
of a specific project. Following are some examples 
of eligible expenses: 
* purchase of materials for the creation of a work 
of art;

Travel Grants are intended to enable artists to travel 
on occasions important to their professional 
career. For example, they may enable artists to do 
the following: 

* take an active part in important national or in- 
ternational meetings (such as chairing a panel 
or delivering a paper) on the invitation of the 
organizers; 
take advantage of occasions to work under emi- 
nent artist-teachers; 
take part in international competitions; 
attend a world premiere or major performance 
of one of their works upon formal invitation 
(applicants must submit the letter of invitation); 
receive official international honours or 
awards; 
attend solo exhibitions of their work or partici- 
pate in major exhibitions in Canada or abroad. 


Value 

The grants provide return air fare normally at Apex 
(transoceanic) or North American excursion rates 
from the applicant's place of residence in Canada 
to the destination. Hotel costs are not included but 
an allowance of $20 a day is provided, for a maxi- 
mum. of five days, to help defray living expenses 

or local transportation costs. No Travel Grants may 
exceed $2,800. 


Limitations 

Artists may request one Travel Grant in a 12-month 
period. Artists who have had a travel allowance 
with a Project Grant in the preceding 12 months are 
ineligible to apply for a Travel Grant.

Studio Space and Study Abroad 


Paris Studios 

Three studios, with living accommodation, at the 
Cité Internationale des Arts are available at moder- 
ate cost to Canadian musicians and visual artists 
who wish to pursue advanced studies or creative 
projects in Paris. Those awarded use of the studios 
receive an allocation for living and travel expenses. 
The studios may be used for a period of up to one 
year, from 1 September to 31 August. Artists should 
apply in writing, with a curriculum vitae and sup- 
porting material, to the Arts Awards Service. The 
deadline for applications is 1 April, and results will 
be announced in early July. 








New York Studios 

Each year, the Canada Council rents two studios at 
the Institute of Art and Urban Resources (P.S. 1) in 
New York. Canadian artists using these studios 


obtain a work space and have the stimulus of con- 
tact with other artists at P.S. 1. Those selected 
receive living expenses, project costs, and travel 
expenses. Artists interested in using one of these 
spaces should apply in writing, with a curriculum 
vitae and supporting material, to the Visual Arts 
Section. The deadline for applications is 1 April for 
grants taking effect the following September. 


J.B.C. Watkins Award 
As the result of a bequest from the estate of the late 
John B.C. Watkins, one special grant, equivalent in 
value to an Arts Grant “B,” is available to artists who 
are graduates of any Canadian university for post- 
graduate studies in Denmark, Norway, Sweden or 
Iceland. Artists interested in applying, with the 
exception of performers of classical music, should 
complete the Arts Grants “B” application form and 
send it to the Arts Awards Service before 1 April for 
grants taking effect the following September. Per- 
formers of classical music must complete the Arts 
Grants “B’ application form by 1 December for 
grants taking effect the following September. 
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Postgraduate Work in Selected 
Disciplines 





The Council's grants may be used by artists who 
wish to pursue a master’s or doctoral program in 
the creative or performing arts at Canadian univer- 
sities, with the following stipulations: 
* the applicant must meet the Council's eligibil- 
ity requirements; 
* the proposed program must be for an activity 
eligible within the discipline concerned; 
* the study program must not be concerned 
primarily with academic research. 
Requests regarding advanced studies in an institu- 
tion outside Canada also will be considered if the 
institution has a professional training program 
recognized by the Council. 

Please refer to the specifications of the disci- 
pline to which you are applying, as set out in the 
following pages. 

Persons who wish to pursue postgraduate 
studies or do academic research in the philosophy 
and history of art, architecture, theatre, music, or 
film, or to write biographical studies of artists and 
critical analyses of their work, are not eligible for 
Council grants. They should apply to the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council of 
Canada, P.O. Box 1610, Ottawa, Ontario, K1P 6G4. 
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Prizes 








Duke and Duchess of York Prize in 
Photography 

The Duke and Duchess of York Prize was endowed 
by the government of Canada in 1986, on the occa- 
sion of Prince Andrew's marriage. It is awarded 
annually to a professional artist for personal cre- 
ative work or advanced study in photography. 


Worth $14,000, the prize covers living expenses 
and/or project costs, and an additional travel 
allowance of up to $2,800. The winner will be desig- 
nated from among the recipients of “B” grants. 


Gershon Iskowitz Prize 

The Gershon Iskowitz Prize is awarded annually to 
a candidate chosen from among those in the Coun- 
cil’s visual arts competitions. The prize, worth 
$25,000, is intended to honour an artist who has 
achieved maturity and a measure of success, and 
who is still active in his or her field. 


Jacqueline Lemieux Prize 

A Jacqueline Lemieux Prize is awarded annually to 
one candidate in each of the two annual Arts Grant 
“B” competitions for individual awards in dance. 
The prize is valued at $1,000. 


Sir Ernest MacMillan Memorial Prize in 

Choral Conducting 

The Sir Ernest MacMillan Memorial Prize in 

Choral Conducting is provided by the Toronto 
Mendelssohn Choir Foundation. Worth $1,000, 

the award is given annually to a candidate selected 
from among the competitors for Arts Awards grants 
in choral conducting. 


Sylva Gelber Foundation Award 

The Sylva Gelber Foundation Award is given 
annually to the most talented candidate under the 
age of 30 in the Arts Grant “B" competition for per- 
formers in classical music. The award, established 
in 1981, is worth $5,000 or more. (The number of 
prizes and the amount may vary from year to year.) 


Victor Martyn Lynch-Staunton Awards 

Each year the Council designates several artists, 
who have been awarded Arts Grants “A,” as holders 
of Victor Martyn Lynch-Staunton Awards. This de- 
signation does not carry any additional cash prize 
but is made to honour the memory of the bene- 
factor whose bequest to the Council enables it to 
increase the number of grants in this category. 


Virginia P. Moore Award 

The Virginia P. Moore Award is given annually to a 
musician who has received a grant from the Coun- 
cil. The exact amount of the award may vary from 
year to year but usually will exceed $10,000. This 
award is intended to help the recipient begin to 
develop a professional career. 


Artists may not apply for the above prizes. All 
candidates in the appropriate Competitions are 
considered automatically.

Specifications of Each Discipline 
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Architecture 
Eligibility 
Architects and those working in areas directly 
related to architecture are eligible. Candidates 
must have worked at least one vear in their disci- 
pline following completion of their studies and 
must have participated in at least two projects 
related to their field of specialization. 





Program of Work 
Grants are intended to promote the development of 
the practice, criticism and knowledge of contem- 
porary architecture and related fields. The program 
supports personal research projects in the follow- 
ing fields: art of architecture, architectural design, 
urban design, landscape architecture, architectural 
criticism and furniture design. Projects should 
favour the applicants’ personal enrichment or con- 
tribute to the communication of their knowledge. 

Grants are not meant for students who wish to 
obtain a bachelor’s degree. Only in exceptional cir- 
cumstances will architects be awarded grants for 
advanced studies. 

Projects involving the promotion ofa firm, a 
group or an individual are not eligible. 


Supporting Material 
Applicants must submit the following documents: 
* a comprehensive curriculum vitae indicating 
their credits in projects to which they have 
contributed; 
= 20 to 30 slides of their most recent projects; 
* aconcise portfolio of their most recent pro- 
jects; 
* visual or written documentation pertinent to 
the submitted project. 
Critics should send at least three published 
articles. 


Letters of Appraisal 

Three letters of appraisal are necessary for appli- 
cants in Arts Grants “A” and “B” competitions. Forms 
included with the application must be completed 
and sent directly to the Council by the referees. The 
letters of appraisal should be received within two 
weeks following the deadline of the competition. 
Candidates are responsible for advising their re- 
ferees of this deadline.

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Criticism and Curating 

(Visual Arts and Media Arts) 

Eligibility 

Curators and critics must be recognized as profes- 
sionals through their publications and/or their 
activities in a gallery or another related non-profit 
organization. 

Only those curators and critics who work ona 
freelance basis or who have obtained an unpaid 
leave of absence from their employer are eligible for 
grants that include living expenses (Arts Grants “A,” 
Arts Grants “B” and Project Grants). 





Program of Work 

The purpose of the grants is to facilitate research 
into all forms of the contemporary visual arts and 
media arts by enabling professional curators and 
critics to undertake projects in their area of exper- 
tise. Applicants also may use the grants to upgrade 
their skills. 

Priority will be given to contemporary art 
projects, although other s may be eligible. Use the 
detachable form at the centre of this | brochure to 
describe your project before completing an appli- 
cation form. 

Although projects may be related to an exhibi- 
tion that will take place in a public institution, the 

grants are not meant to cover expenses which 
would normally be the responsibility of a gallery, 
such as the production of a catalogue or installer 
tion of a show. 

Research projects of a purely academic nature 
are not eligible under the Aid to Artists Program. 
Requests of this kind should be directed to the

Supporting Material 

Applicants must enclose a copy of at least three of 
their published articles or catalogues. Copies will 
be photocopied and therefore should be of excel- 
lent “quality.

Letters of Appraisal 

Letters of appraisal are not necessary for visual arts 
applicants in the criticism and curating categories 
Lack of references will not have an adver se effect on 
an application. However, candidates must give the 
names of three appraisers who may be consulted 
should the need arise. All referees should be in- 
formed that their names have been submitted to 
the Council in grant applications.

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Dance 
Eligibility 
The grants are for all dance professionals whose 
work is essential to the development of the art 
form — dancers, choreographers, teachers, nota- 
tors, curators, critics, technicians, historians, 
accompanists, administrators. Priority is given to 
those involved in classical ballet, modern dance 
and experimental dance. 
Dancers must be professional or on the threshold 
of a professional career. 
Choreographers must fulfil the eligibility require- 
ments for dancers. In addition, they must have 
had at least five pieces of their own choreography 
performed in public. 
Applicants wishing to become dance teachers must 
have had a professional career as dancers. Ballet 
dancers must be enrolled in a teacher training 
course in a professional school. 
Established teachers must be working in a regis- 
tered, non-profit institution which trains full-time 





students who intend to become dance professionals. 


Other applicants in dance must be professional or 
on the threshold of a professional career. 


Program of Work 

Dancers at a professional level who wish to con- 
tinue their studies may apply for assistance. Dan- 
cers who have had a professional career and who 
wish to train as teachers are eligible for assistance 
only for their final year of teacher training. 

Solo performers may apply for grants to acquire 
works already created or to commission works for 
their own use. 

Choreographers applying for an Arts Grant “B” 
or a Project Grant for a creative project may request 
the full amount of the grant (regardless of the 
length of time required for their project), and use 
all or part of it to cover costs essential to the crea- 
tion of the choreography such as studio rental and 
dancers’ salaries. Costs of producing and touring 
a finished choreography such as theatre rentals, 
publicity, costumes, lighting and set designs, and 
so on, are not eligible. Choreographers may not 
apply for grants to create commissioned works. 

Established teachers may apply for assistance 
to upgrade their skills. 

No dance professionals, whether they are living 
in Canada or abroad, may obtain grants for training 
outside Canada if equivalent training is available in 
Canada. 

Applicants training to become dance therapists 
(as opposed to dance teachers involved in therapy 
for dancers) are not eligible. 


Supporting Material 
All applicants must attach to their completed ap- 
plication form a separate sheet giving information 
about their professional development. For example, 
performers, choreographers and teachers should 
state the following: 

* when they began training; 

* with whom they have trained and for how long; 

* the forms of dance they have studied; 


* whether their training was interrupted at any 
point and for how long; 

* how long they have trained intensively (that is, 
at least six classes a week); 

* the background of the teachers with whom 
they have trained (not required for widely 
known teachers). 


Letters of Appraisal 

All dance applicants must arrange to have three let- 
ters of appraisal sent directly to the Council by 
dance professionals (special forms are included 
with all the application forms). 


Adjudication 

Except in special cases, only performers, choreog- 
raphers and teachers will be asked to attend the 
audition or be interviewed by the jury. For Arts 
Grants “A,” a jury makes its assessment on the basis 
of completed application forms and accompanying 
material. 


Auditions

tained in the separate information sheet, Audition 
Instructions, available from the Arts Awards Service.

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Film 
Eligibility 
Filmmakers must have directed at least one film. 
Scriptwriters must have had one script produced 
professionally. 
Researchers must have had experience working for 
a film director. 
Freelance critics must have published critical 
works on cinema in film periodicals or anthologies 
(journalists and reviewers who have published only 
in trade magazines or newspapers are not eligible). 
Other applicants must have had professional 
experience in their chosen field. 





Program of Work 

The grants are intended to support professional 
film artists for projects such as pre-production 
research, scriptwriting, technical and conceptual 
experimentation, apprenticeship, advanced film 
studies, critical writing, language versioning of a 
specific work, and travel to take part in important 
panels, symposia or festivals. Priority will be given 
to projects and applicants that demonstrate an 
original, innovative, and experimental approach 
to film. 


Filmmakers who wish to work on a specific 
production should apply to the Council's Media 
Arts Section for a production grant. For more in- 
formation on Film Production Grants, please 
contact Francoyse Picard, Media Arts Officer. Tele-

First-time film directors are not eligible fora 
production grant from the Media Arts Section but 
may apply to the Explorations Program. 


Supporting Material 

Filmmakers must submit a recent work they have 
directed. 

Scriptwriters must submit a synopsis of the script 
which they intend to develop under the grant, 
together with a completed script or a copy of a film 
they have credit for writing or researching. 

Critics must submit examples of published articles. 
Applicants should list the samples of work they are 
submitting on the sheet enclosed for this purpose 
with the application form.

Eligibility 
Applicants must have had at least one professional 
exhibition, publication or performance of their 
work. 





Program of Work 

Grants in these areas are for artists whose work is 
in performance art, or which crosses disciplinary 
lines although it arises principally from a visual arts 
tradition. The bringing together of two or more dis- 
ciplines does not necessarily mean that a project 
will be regarded as multidisciplinary. For the Cana- 
da Council's purposes, for example, musical com- 
edy falls within music. Council staff will decide 
whether a project is to be considered multidisci- 
plinary or whether it should be adjudicated within 
a specific discipline. 

Artists applving for an Arts Grant “A” may 
request an allowance of up to $10,000 to be added 
to the grant, for extra materials costs. A limited 
number of these allowances is available for each 
competition. 


Supporting Material 

Applicants must send videotapes, photographs, 
slides, audiotapes, manuscripts, and so on, with 
their application. These must demonstrate the 
multidisciplinary nature of the project. Applicants 
who do not send videotapes of work to support 
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their application must provide a brief description 
of some recent works with their visual and audio 
support material. 

Applicants in performance art must give dates 
and places of their coming performances during 
the two months following submission of their 
application and, if possible, provide videotape 
documentation of their previous performances. 
Videotapes should be in the following NTSC tor- 
mats: %4-inch, ¥2-inch VHS or Beta. Applicants also 
are asked to include a brief synopsis or script of 
two or three recent performances.

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Music 
Eligibility 
All candidates must be at least 17 years of age at 
the time of application and have completed basic 
training or achieved a professional level in their 
field see Categories of Musicians below tor more 
details). 








Program of Work 

The grants to professionals in music are available 
for a wide variety of purposes — upgrading of skills, 
attendance at teaching institutions, work with 
private teachers, or free time for creative work. 

Arts Grants “B” for studies in institutions nor- 
mally are made for nine months only. Unsuccessful 
applicants for these grants cannot apply for any 
other form of assistance (Project or Travel Grants) 
to cover the costs of the same project. 

Projects proposed by teachers should be for 
their own professional development as perfor mers. 
However, voice teachers who are engaged in train- 
ing professionals may request grants to upgrade 
their teaching skills. 

Applicants for Travel Grants to participate in an 
international competition previously must have 
been finalists in another recognized competition. 

Grants cannot be used for either production 
costs, recording costs, or promotion costs. 


Supporting Material 
For all types of grants, applicants must provide the 
supporting mater ial and recordings required for 
their specific field of music, whether or not they 
previously have received a Council grant. 
The recordings must in all cases be at least 
20 minutes long. They may be made an mono or 
stereo, on disc, 60-minute cassette, or “44-inch tape 
recorded at 15 or 7% i.p.s. on half-track (5-inch or 
7-inch reels). A leader should be used to separate 
works, or the footage must be indicated, and the 
tape must not contain any other recording. 
Applicants who wish to study in an institution 
or with an individual teacher should provide 
course outlines and names of teachers. Proof of 
acceptance by the institution must be submitted as 
soon as it is available. 


Categories of Musicians 

® Performers in Classical Music 

Candidates must have finished basic training (uni- 
versity graduation or its equivalent) and be ready to 
undertake advanced studies or begin their profes- 
sional career. 

Musicians who are at a relatively early stage of 
their career and have not had time to establish a 
professional reputation may apply for grants to 
audition for engagements or posts in Canada only. 

Applicants must submit a recording made ~ 
within the last three months of three contrasting 
works (performed with piano accompaniment 
where applicable). One piece must be from the 
classical period, one from the romantic period and 
one must be a modern piece. Works performed 


with an orchestra or ensemble will not be accepted. 


Performers also should include a complete list of 
their repertoire with their application. 

* Baroque instrumentalists must submit three 
works from different Composers appropriate to 
the period of the instrument. 

Singers may select excerpts from oratorios, 
cantatas, operas, cycles of songs, lieder, etc., as 
long as each of the three periods listed above is 
represented. 

Piano accompanists must submit three works, 
one for each of the three periods listed above. 
One must be a solo and the other two must be 
accompaniments of important works. 

* Percussion musicians must submit a variety 
of works performed on different percussion 
instruments. The three periods listed above 
must be represented. Candidates are required 
to provide scores. 

Candidates applving for Arts Grants “B” are 
assessed in two stages. A preselection jury first 
studies applications, listens to applicants’ record- 
ings and does a preliminary screening. Applicants 
who are not retained at this stage are notified 
immediately. The remaining candidates are called 
to audition before the jury whose recommenda- 
tions are final. A program of works chosen by the 
Council must be prepared for the audition. 


Opera Stage Directors 
Opera stage directors must have completed basic 
training in music or theatre and have directed at 
least two productions outside their institution of 
learning. 

A jury will make its assessment on the basis of a 
complete dossier. 


Composers of Classical Music 
Composers of classical music must have finished 
basic music training. They must submit scores and 
recordings of two of their recent works, as well as a 
complete list of their compositions. 

A jury will make its assessment on the basis 
of completed application forms and supporting 
material. 


#® Non-Classical Musicians 


Candidates must have had at least two years of 
professional experience. Applicants must submit 
scores and a recording of a variety of their composi- 
tions or arrangements. A jury will make its assess- 
ment on the basis of completed application forms 
and supporting material. 

* Composers and arrangers of pop, folk, jazz, 
rock and film music must submit scores and a 
recording of a variety of their compositions 
and/or arrangements. 

* Performers must submit a recording of works 
including solos. 

* Lyricists must submit a selection of texts and a 
recording. 

A jury will make its assessment on the basis 
of completed application forms and supporting 
material. 


Instrument-Makers 

Instrument-makers must have built at least one in- 
strument. They must submit slides or photographs 
of instruments they have built. 

Instrument-makers are assessed in two stages 
regardless of the type of grant. A jury meets first to 
study applications and slides or photographs of 
instruments. Applicants who are not retained at 
this stage are notified at once. The remaining 
candidates are asked to submit an instrument on 
the day the jury meets. In the case of large instru- 
ments, arrangements will be made for an on-site 
assessment. 


Orchestra and Choir Conductors 

Orchestra and choir conductors must have com- 
pleted basic music training and have had experi- 
ence conducting outside their institution of learn- 
ing. They must audition before a jury for all types of 
grants except Travel Grants. 





Artists in Mid-Career 
A separate category and adjudication procedure 
have been established by the Canada Council for 
classical singers and instrumentalists applving for 
Arts Grants “B.” 


Eligibility 

All applicants must have performed for a minimum 
of five years after completion of their formal studies. 
They must have an active professional career and 
be nationally well-established. This category of 
award is not intended for the completion of gradu- 
ate degrees. Those who wish to do graduate studies 
must enter the Arts Grant “B” competition whose 
deadline is 1 December. 
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Program of Work 
Applicants must submit a detailed program of work 
of from 4 to 12 months duration. 


Supporting Material 

Applicants must submit supporting material 
relating to their career such as tapes, recordings, 
reviews, etc. Three letters of appraisal forms are 
included with the application form and these 
must be sent to the Council by the referees.

Eligibility 
Photographers must have had works published or 
exhibited professionally. 





Supporting Material 

Applicants must enclose sample prints of their 
work with their application. Whenever possible the 
jury would prefer to see a body of work which con- 
stitutes an exhibition or installation rather than a 
loose collection of random work. No minimum 
number is required but enough prints should be 
provided by applicants to show the direction of 
their current work. Insofar as possible, work sub- 
mitted should be related to the proposed project. 

Photographers who have received Council sup- 
port recently should provide samples of work they 
did while holding the grant. 

Juries require unmounted prints. Work prints 
are acceptable as submissions but at least three 
“exhibition quality” prints must be included. Only 
when an applicant's medium is transparencies will 
slides be accepted; otherwise, the slides will be 
returned and the application deferred. 

Applicants should list the samples of work they 
are submitting on the sheet enclosed for this pur- 
pose with the application form. 

Every attempt will be made to ensure proper 
handling and prompt return of submissions, but 
the Council i is not responsible for loss or dam- 
age, however caused, of materials submitted in 
support of an application. Applicants sending 
work are cautioned to package their submission 
securely in re-usable packing and to insure the 
contents. 

Works from outside Canada must be accompa- 
nied by the proper documents to allow duty-free 
entry into Canada and duty-free return. Works sent 
collect will not be accepted. 


Letters of Appraisal 

Letters of appraisal are not necessary for photogra- 
phy applicants in the Arts Grants “A” and “B" cate- 
gories. Lack of references will not have an adverse 
effect on an application. However, candidates must 
give the names of three appraisers who may be 
consulted should the need arise.

Adjudication 

For all types of grants, juries assess applications on 
the basis of completed application forms and the 
samples of work submitted.

Eligibility 
The grants are for all professionals in theatre: 
performing artists, mimes, directors, playwrights, 
administrators, designers, technicians and critics. 
Applicants must have the equivalent of two years’ 
experience with a professional company or com- 
panies with the following exceptions: 

* Playwrights must have had at least one play 
published or produced professionally on stage. 
A workshop ofa play does not constitute a 
professional production. Theatre companies 
which are funded by the Canada Council may 
apply to the Communications Fund of the 
Theatre Section for assistance to allow play- 
wrights, adaptors, and translators to attend the 
opening night of the first or first major produc- 
tion of their work. 

* Teachers are eligible if they are working with 
professionals or teaching in institutions recog- 
nized by the Council as offering professional 
training. 





Program of Work 

Programs of study are eligible only at an advanced 
level. Grants are made to playwrights for non- 
commissioned original works and for rewrites of 
either produced or unproduced work. 

Grants may not be used for projects related to 
the activities of a company or for the mounting 
of a production, except for one-person shows. For 
information on Council assistance to theatre 
companies, please contact the Theatre Section.

Supporting Material 

Applicants should enclose an updated curriculum 
vitae detailing their professional experience and 
including dates, names of companies, and length 
of employment. 

Applicants who wish to study at an institution or 
with an individual teacher should provide the 
course outlines and names of teachers. Proof of 
acceptance must be submitted as soon as it is 
available. 


® Applicants who wish to travel to visit theatre and 
professional colleagues should provide a detailed 
itinerary and the names of persons with whom 
they have arranged meetings; this information 
should be acc ompanied by written confirmations. 
Artists who are eligible for an Arts Grant “A” need 
not provide a structured program. 

® Designers must enclose a portfolio of recent work. 
® Playwrights must enclose a complete copy of their 
most recent play. 

® Critics must enclose examples of their critical work. 


Letters of Appraisal 

For all grants, including Project Grants and Travel 
Grants, applicants are asked to provide letters of 
recommendation. Letters should be from profes- 
sionals in theatre and should be sent directly to 

the Canada Council within the two weeks following 
the deadline date. Appraisal forms are included 
with the application. 


Adjudication 
Applications are studied by an English-language or 
a French-language jury, depending on which the 
applicant chooses.

Applicants must have one or more non-commercial 
video productions to their credit or be otherwise 
recognized as professionals in the field. 
Video artists who have published critical works on 
video in media arts periodicals and arts magazines 
may apply in this category. (Journalists and: review- 
ers who have published only in trade magazines or 
newspapers are not eligible.) 
Professional critics should apply in the Criticism 
and Curating category. 





Program of Work 

The grants are intended to support professional 
video artists for projects such as pre-production 
research; scriptwriting; language-versioning of a 
specific work; technical and conceptual experimen- 
tation; arranging video shows or setting up video 
installations; taking an important part in panels 
or symposia; rental of studios or equipment; and 
purchase of videotapes. Priority will be given to 
projects and applicants who demonstrate an 
original, innovative, and experimental approach 
to video. 

Video artists applving for an Arts Grant “A” may 
request an allowance of up to $10,000 to be added 
to the grant for extra materials costs. Only a limited 
number of these allowances is available for each 
competition. 


Individuals or groups that wish to work on a 
single video production should apply to the Coun- 
cil’s Media Arts Section for a production grant.

Program of Work 
Projects of creative work in the visual arts are 
eligible. 

Visual artists applving for Arts Grants “A” may 
request an allowance of up to $10,000 to be added 
to the grant for extra materials costs. A limited 
number of these allowances is available for each 
competition. Within a 12-month period, an artist 
cannot accumulate an amount exc eeding $ $28,000 
(the maximum value of an Arts Grant “A”) from a 
grant and sales to the Art Bank. 

Costs of promotional activities, such as cata- 
logues, invitations and travel to establish gallery 
contacts, are not eligible; nor can the gr ants be 
used for capital costs such as the purchase of 
equipment or studio renovations. 

Grants are not given for studies at the graduate 
level. 
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Supporting Material 

Candidates in visual arts should send their sup- 
porting material with the application form. 

Visual artists must submit 20 good-quality 35 mm 
slides of their recent work (usually done in the past 
three years). Each slide should bear the artist's 
name, be numbered in chronological order from 
the earliest work to the most recent, and be marked 
with a dot visible in the lower left corner when held 
in the hand for viewing. 

A form to be used for describing the works 
(materials used, dimensions, etc.) is enclosed with 
the application form. In filling out the form, use the 
numbered slides as reference points. Slides belong- 
ing to successful candidates will be retained for 
documentation purposes and sent to the Art Bank 
Resource Centre. Good-quality photographs may 
be submitted when slides do not show the work 
satisfactorily. 

Visual artists requesting grants to cover costs of 
mounting an exhibition — framing or shipping — 
must provide a letter from the gallery confirming 
the exhibition. This letter may be sent under sepa- 
rate cover, at a later date, if necessary. 


The Council is not responsible for loss or dam- 
age, however caused, of materials submitted in 
support of an application. 


Letters of Appraisal 

Letters of appraisal are not necessary for visual arts 
applicants in the Arts Grants “A” and “B" categories. 
Lack of references will not have an adverse effect on 
an application. However, candidates must give the 
names of three appraisers who may be consulted 
should the need arise. All referees should be in- 
formed that their names have been submitted to 
the Council in grant applications. 


Adjudication 

For Arts Grants “A,” Project and Travel Grants, juries 
assess applications on the basis of completed ap- 
plication forms, slides and other samples of work 
submitted. 

For Arts Grants “B,” the adjudication is carried 
out in two stages. The juries meet first to study ap- 
plications and applicants’ slides and do a prelim- 
inary screening. Applicants who are not retained at 
this stage are notified immediately. The remaining 
candidates are asked to submit original works 
upon which the juries base their final decision.

Eligibility 
To be eligible for a grant, a writer must have 
published with a professional publishing house 
(or have a signed contract for) at least one book of 
fiction, poetry, drama or children’s literature, 
or 40 poems or 120 pages of fiction in recognized 
literary periodicals. 

Playwr ights must have had at least one play profes- 
sionally published or produced on stage, radio or 
television. A workshop of a play does not constitute 
a professional production. 

Scriptwriters must have had at least one dramatic 
script professionally produced. 

Writers who do not meet these eligibility re- 
quirements may meet the requirements for writers 
in the Explorations Program. For further informa- 
tion consult the Explorations brochure. 








Program of Work 
The grants are intended to provide free time for 
writers working on a novel, a book of poetry, a book 
of short stories, a stage play or a book of children’s 
literature. Funds cannot be used for projects of 
an academic nature, even in the field of literary 
criticism, or for work towards a graduate degree.

Other Canada Council Programs 


If vou do not meet the requirements of the Aid 
to Artists Program, you may be able to apply to 
the Council’s Explorations Program. Explorations 
encourages innovative projects by individuals, 
groups and organizations in Canada which may 
introduce new approaches to creative expression, 
cross disciplines or fulfill specific needs in the 
development of the arts. 

Applications for Explorations grants are adjudi- 
cated by regional interdisciplinary juries on the 
basis of the merit of the project and the ability of 
the applicant. They are not restricted to profession- 
al artists or to people who have had formal training 
in the discipline represented by their project. For 
example, Explorations accepts applications from 
first-time video producers or first-time film direc- 
tors who have worked professionally in areas of 
filmmaking other than directing, as well as from 
artists trained in one profession who are interested 
in working on a project in another field. The 
Explorations brochure describes the grants and 
application procedures in detail. 


If your proposal involves a group, you may wish 
to consider the Explorations Program, described 
above, or contact one of the sections of the Arts 
Division. 

« Assistance to professional companies working 
in ballet, modern dance and experimental 
offshoots of these forms may be available from 
the Dance Section of the Council. (Pr ograms 
administered by this section are described in 
the Dance brochure.) 

= Assistance to professional music groups and 
organizations such as orchestras, chamber 
music groups, opera companies and profes- 
sional and amateur choirs may be available 
from the Music Section of the Council. 


Grants to professional theatre companies, 
either for regular activities or for playwriting 
workshops and other special projects, may be 
available from the Theatre Section of the Coun- 
cil.
